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remHtanoe?  Why,  it  ttm  to  plunder  a  province.  The  director!  I 
always  held  the  same  langua|g;e — “  Be  just,  be  equitable,  avoid  war,  ] 
avoid  the  acquisition  of  territory,  but  do  not  forget  to  send  us  our  i 
remittances  home."  | 

The  Compaoj  was  but  as  the  fly  (a  horse-fly  indeed)  on 
the  chariot  wheel  of  England’s  fortune.  j 

The  grand  secret  of  onr  success  in  the  East  lay  as  the  j 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  states  :  .  j 

In  the  first  instance  we  owe  onr  Indian  empire  to  the  energetic  ’ 
daring  and  to  that  combination  of  qualitifis  which  distinguish 
Englishmen  wherever  tbey  are  placed.  It  was  owing  to  these  quali* 
ties  in  the  individiud  servants  of  the  Company  that  the  foundation  of 
our  Indian  empire  wm  laid ;  and  it  was  by  subsequent  Oovemors- 
General,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Government,  acting  in  evasion 
of  the  policy  of  the  Directors  and  of  Parliament,  that  territorial , 
acquisitions  were  accomplished.  { 

The  history  of  King  Log  is  ^niced  by  Sir  G.  C.  Lewis ! 
with  as  truthful  and  masterly  a  Kidd  as  that  of  King  Stork,  j 
and  it  leaves  us  only  to  wonder  at  the  infatuation  of  those  | 
(if  any  such  there  really  be)  who  have  sincere  faith  in  the  | 
mystical  virtue  of  the  double  government.  Certainly,  such  i 
belief  must  belike  that  in  witchcraft,  for  what  can  so  nearly' 
resemble  a  charm  as  East  India  stock,  by  virtue  of  which  a 
Court  of  Proprietors  brews  the  much-vaunted  Directory  ? 
Surely  this  is  the  witches’  cauldron,  with  its  hotch-potch  of 
rubbishy  materials,  each  old  woman  putting  in  her  oflering 
as  element  to  the  marvellous  double  government,  with  most 
literally  the  result : 

Double,  double,  toil  and  trouble. 

But  the  advocates  of  the  Company  commit  the  common 
fault  of  proving  too  much,  fur  if  the  holders  of  East  India 
stock  be  capable  of  generating  so  excellent  a  governing 
machine  as  the  Company  is  vaunted  to  be,  the  wisest 
measure  of  reform  would  be  to  abolish  our  Parliament,  and 
transfer  to  the  Court  of  Proprietors  the  election  of  our  Cabinet 
Ministers.  The  addition  of  trouble  would  not  be  much,  for 
what  is  another  twenty-seven  millions  of  people  made  overj 
to  a  body  which  is  said  to  direct  with  such  consummate  and 
unerring  wisdom  the  aflairs  of  a  fifth  part  of  the  human  race  ? 

Mr  Roebuck’s  speech  is  one  of  the  very  best  on  the 
India  question.  He  was  especially  happy  in  disposing  of 
the  dilatory  plea  put  forth  by  Mr  Baring  : 

The  second  ground  upon  which  hon.  gentlemen  had  opposed  this 
bill  was  that  it  might  be  a  good  measure,  but  that  this  was  not  the 
proper  time  for  it.  That  was  the  procrastinating  argument.  The 
non.  member  for  Guildford  (Mr  Mangles)  said  that  there  had  been  a 
'  great  mutiny  in  India  whicli  was  not  yet  put  down,  and  therefore 
no  change  ought  to  be  made.  ^Fhy,  that  was  the  very  reason  for  the 
change.  The  present  state  of  things  in  India  demanded  an  efficient 
Government,  and  therefore,  if  the  proposed  scheme  of  government 
would  be  better  than  the  existing  one,  let  it  be  at  once  adopted. 

Lord  Palmerston  observed  forcibly  to  the  same  effect : 

I  can  quite  understand  those  who  say  that  they  are  opposed  to  any 
change.  J  may  hold  a  different  opinion,  but  I  can  see  a  logical 
process  by  which  hon.  gentlemen  might  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  present  system  is  best,  and  ought  to  be  continued.  But  that 
which  I  cannot  understand  is  that  gentlemen  who  think  the  present 
system  is  not  the  besti  and  ought  not  to  be  continued — who  think,  on 
the  oontraiy,  that  it  is  defective  in  principle,  and  that  great  advantage 
must  arise  from  transferring  the  government  of  India  to  the  Crown, — 
should  pronounce  that  opinion  in  Parliament,  dooming  the  Company 
by  their  condemnation,  and  yet  should  wish  to  continue  the  govern¬ 
ment  so  doomed  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  under  circumstances  in 
which  the  administration  of  India  requires  unity  of  action,  vigour  of  | 
execution,  and  singleness  of  purpose.  I  trust,  then,  that  the  Ilouse  | 
will  not  be  led  away  by  any  of  the  sophistries  we  have  heard.  j 

A  lion  in  the  path  ”  U  never  wanting  when  any  great  j 
measure  of  improvement  like  the  present  is  under  considera¬ 
tion.  How  often,  indeed,  are  we  reminded  of  Swift’s 
spider,  who,  when  she  sees  the  housewife's  brooin  going  to 
work,  apprehends  nothing  less  than  that  heaven  and  earth 
are  coming  together,  the  crash  of  doom  seeming  to  the 
interested  insect  invalved  in  the  sweeping  away  of  its 
wretched  cobweb.  .  , 

We  are  warned,  indeed,  most  solemnly  that  the  change  of 
government  at  this  critical  juncture  will  inspire  dire  alarms 
in  India,  and  to  some  extent  we  believe  this  is  true.  *We 
can,  indeed,  well  imagine  the  uneasiness  that  will  be  caused 
in  Oude ;  and  the  trooble  of  Nana  Sahib’s  mind  at  the 
thought  of  a  more  vigorous  English  rule.  The  people  of 
India  are  not  so  stupid  as  to  suppose  their  masters  such 
dolts  as  to  adopt  a  weaker  machinery  of  government  for  an 
occasion  requiring  a  stronger. '  The  Queen’s  name  will 
bring  with  it  a  new  aw^— an  awe  unfelt  by  those  who  re¬ 
volted  against  the  Company’s  authority.  The  very  fact, 
indeed,  of  the  mutiny  shows  how  low  had  sunk  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  prestige  of  power,  and  that  the  time  is  come  for  in- 
trndiicinff  an  authority  at  once  hioher.  directer,  and  more 
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j  Lord  John  Russell  took  the  bull  fairly  by  the  horns,  and 
opposed  to  the  plea  for  delay  the  argument  now  or  never. 

I  that  this  is  the  time  and  the  only  time  for  recasting  the 
I  Indian  Government.  He  did  not  found  this  opinion  on 
j  ®Dy  judgment  adverse  to  the  Company,  but  on  the  current 
of  events  which  have  swept  things  away  from  tl^e  province 
!  of  Leadenhall  Street,  and  cast  them  on  the  Crown : _ 

I  You  cannot  raise — ^you  cannot  even  wish  to  raise  up  such  a  Bengal 
army  as  has  mutinied,  and  part  of  which  is  still  in  arms  againstthe 
troops  of  her  Majesty.  You  must  have  a  considerable  army  of  the 
Queen's  in  that  country,  composed  of  European  troops.  But  when 
you  have  made  that  cnange  you  will  have  broken  down  the  very 
foundation  of  the  power  of  the  East  India  Comj^y.  And  surely 
ygu  cannot  say  that  an  army  of  60,000  or  60,000  British  troops  shidl 
I  be  placed  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Company  ?  You  must  use 
I  the  name  and  mterpose  the  authority  of  the  Crown ;  and  m  th» 

\  military  power  mutt  hereafter  rest  in  the  Crown,  to  the  political  and 
I  civil  power  mutt  follow  it.  Sir,  that  appears  to  me  to  be  the  urgent 
I  cause  for  legislation  on  this  subject. 

j  In  the  existing  system  it  is  no  inconsiderable  evil  that 
the  Queen’s  troops  in  India  are  withdrawn  from  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  War  Office,  nothing  being  kn'>wn  of  them, 
their  state  and  conditions,  from  the  hour  of  their  leaving  our 
khores  to  the  hour  of  their  return,  and  how  seriously  would 
this  chasm  in  necessary  superintendence  be  increased  with 
the  augmentation  of  numbers  from  20.000  to  triple  that 
force.  This  is  doubtless  a  *  minor  consideration,  but  it  is 
one  which  should  yet  have  its  weight. 

Lord  John  Russell  seems  to  us  chargeable  with  some  little 
inconsistency  as  regards  the  merits  of  the  Company.  He  gives 
them  credit  for  having  staved  oflT  great  evils,  and  acquits 
them  of  any  blame  for  the  mutiny ;  yet  he  reminds  the 
House  that  Lord  Metcalfe  and  Lord  William  Bentinck  had 
both  pointed  out  the  unsafe  character  of  the  Bengal  army, 
and  he  proceeds  to  observe : 

I  would  not  wish  so  much  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  late 
mutiny  as  into  the  cause  of  the  existence  of  the  Bengal  army  itself. 
If  we  look  through  history  we  shall  find  no  parallel  case  nor  any- 
i  thing  at  all  resembling  it.  The  Romans  held  Spain  with  a  single 
I  Roman  legion.  With  a  like  force  they  held  Africa  and  Egypt  It 
I  is  true  that  auxiliaries  were  attached  to  those  legions,  but  me  really 
I  armed  and  effective  body  was  the  Roman  body  itself,  and  the  Romans 
would  never  have  dreamt  of  having  a  large  native  army  to  rely  upon 

in  case  of  emergency . Let  me,  then,  glance  at  what  the 

condition  of  the  Bengal  army  really  was.  Lord  W.  Bentinck  said  of 
it  that  it  was  the  moat  costly  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  inefficient 
army  with  which  he  was  acquainted.  Lord  Metcalfe  said  of  it,  that 
as  long  as  that  amy  was  mthful  the  British  rule  was  secure,  but  if 
that  army  became  unfaithful  there  was  no  knowing  what  might 
occur.  Sir  John  Malcolm  said  that  the  position  of  the  British  in 
India  was  so  precarious  that  no  man  could  tell  at  any  moment  whence 
'  the  danger  might  come,  and  that  the  cause  of  that  precarious  condi¬ 
tion  was  that  &e  native  army,  though  it  had  been  faithftil  for  a  long 
period,  might  waver  in  its  fidelity.  1  remember  myself  to  have  seen 
m  lettm  from  officers  mention  made  of  four  or  five  things  which  the 
Sepoys  will  not  do.  They  will  not  bear  the  slightest  suspicion  of  any 
interference  with  Uieir  religion ;  they  will  not  endure  the  least  want 
of  compliance  to  their  demands  for  pay  or  alloFsnoes,  they  will  not 
embark  upon  the  sea,  nor  .will  they  work  in  the  trenches,  so  that  in 
siem  the  hiutl  work  has  to, be  perfumed  under  the  hot  sun  of  India 
by  European  troops,  aided  tierhaps  by  natives  of  a  lower  caste,  who 
are  not  considered  by  the  Bengal  Se^ys  to  be  fit  to  associate  with 
them.  Why,  Sir,  is  it  not  obvious  that  while  you  have  an  army  of 
such  a  nature  you  cannot  be  safe  ? 

And  further.  Lord  John  Russell  truly  describes  this  Ben¬ 
gal  army  as  like  no  other  army  in  the  world,  and  quotes 
Lord  William  Bentinck's  censure  of  it  as  petted  and  spoiled, 
yet  be  shrinks  from  the  necessary  logical  and  legal  conclu¬ 
sion  that  the  Company  is  answerable  for  the  mutiny,  which 
was  the  natural,  the  foreseen,  the  distinctly-predicted  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  vicious  organisation,  the  pampering  and 
spoiling,  of  the  high-caste  Bengal  Sepoys.  Why,  if  a  man 
keeps  a  dangerous  dog  he  is  held  in  law  respon¬ 
sible  for  any  mischief  the  animal  may  do.  And 
the  Company  not  only  obstinately  persisted  in  relying  on 
the  troops  of  whose  dangerous  character  it  was  warned,  but 
was  always  averse  to  any  augmentation  of  the  Queen’s  army 
in  India,  and  if  it  could  have  had  its  own  way  would  have 
reduced  the  force  considerably  below  the  allotted  20,000 
men,  in  which  case  we  need  not  imagine  what  would  have 
been  the  turn  of  events  upon  the  mutiny.  When  effect 
follows  cause  Wbo’d  have  thought  it?  asks  the  fool.  And 
who’d  have  thought  it  is  all  the  sage  Company  have  to 
say  about  the  mutiny  of  their  spoilt  Sepoys.  But  the 
relative  is  not  without  an  antecedent.  Metcalf  thought  it ; 
Bentinck  thought  it ;  many  others  thought  it,  and  gave 
emphatic  utterance  to  what  they  thought,  but  the  Company 
did  not  heed  it,  and  hence  this  mighty  explosion  from  the  ^ 
combustible  which  it  has  made,  and  with  which  it  has 
trifled.  .•  Yet  in  the  teeth  of,  these  notorious  facts  the 
Company  is  acquitted  of  blame  by  such  men  even  as  Liord 
John  Russell  and  Lord  Palmerston.  Is  there  not  in  this 
some  of  the  spurious  candour^  celebrated  by  ^  Canning, 
which  eschews  positive  conclusions,  and  finds  white  not  so 
very  white,  nor  black  so  very  black  ? 

The  majority  of  145  for  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  is  large, 
but  large  as  it 'is,  it  does  not  represent  the  preponderance 
of  public  opinion  in  favour  of  the  measure,  and  in  any

THE  DEBATE  ON  THE  INDIA  BILL. 

Izsak  Walton  advises  the  angler  to  treat  the  frog  as 
though  he  loved  him  while  introducing  the  hook  into  his 
body,  and  it  is  the  present  Ministerial  fashion  to  follow  this 
recommendation  in  dealing  with  the  East  India  Company. 
There  is  a  pompous  repudiation  of  impeachment,  of  re¬ 
proach,  of  blame  of  any  sort.  The  Company  is  told  it  has 
done  well,  deserved  well,  that  it  has  no  charge  against  which 
to  defend  itself,  and  may  therefore  depart  in  peace  and  honor. 
As  senrants  give  warning  not  because  they  have  any  fault  to 
find  wi|h  their  places,  but,  as  they  phrase  it,  because  they 
want  ‘'to  better  themselves,”  so  our  Ministry  gives  the  Com¬ 
pany  notice  to  quit,  not  because  it  finds  any  fault  with  the 
servant,  but  because  it  wants  to. better  itself  in  the  way  of 
government.  Now  this  is  a  motive  of  change  most  repug¬ 
nant  to  the  disposition  and  habits  of  Englishmen.  Satisfy 


with  the  French  proverb,  that  better  is  the  worst  enemy  of| 
well.  There  is  neither  truth  nor  policy  in  the  professions  i 
of  respect  for  the  Company  and  acknowledgment  of  its  ser¬ 
vices.  If  the  Company  merited  the  large  measure  of  praise 
conceded  to  it  by  some  of  the  principal  supporters  of  the  j 
present  bill,  we  should  agree  with  its  opponents  that  there  is  i 
no  sufficient  case  for  the  proposed  change.  As  it  is,  while  the 
flummery  is  nauseating  to  those  who  understand  the  merits ! 
of  the  question,  it  is 


calculated  to  give  ^  a  most  unfortunate 
encouragement  to  the  flattered  Company,  who  may  say  of 
our  Mihistiy  what  Shenstone’s  love-sick  swain  says  of  his 
mistress : 

•  So  sweetly  she  bade  me  adieu, 

I  thought  that  she  bade  me  return. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  not  fallen  into  the 
maudlin  strain  of  some  of  bis  , colleagues.'  He  has  spoken 
out  roundly,  and  given  a  history  of  the  Company  much  more 
agreeable  to  truth  than  to  its  overweening  self-complacency. 
It  has  had  two  broad  periods,  one  in  which  it  acted  as  King 
Stork,  the  other  in  which  it  has  been  -King  Log.  It  was 
the  establishment  of  the  Board  of  Control  that  reduced  the 
unconscionable,  rapacious  King  Stork  to  the  lumbering,  cum¬ 
brous,  obstructive  King  Log ;  and  ever  since  then  we  have 
been  paring  and  cutting  away  his  wooden  majesty,  so  asAo 
make  less  and  less  of  him.  He  has  been  disquantitied  like 
Learns  train  of  knights,  till  there  exists  between  him  and 
nothingness  only  a  great  inconvenience,  a  cumbrous  impedi¬ 
ment  to  the  despatch  of  business. 

It  is  admirable  to  see'  how  Sir  G.  C.  Lewis  successively 
smashes  to  atoms  all  the  fallacies  put  forth  on  the  behalf  of 
the  Company.  “  See  the  great  things  we  have  done  for  you,” 
says  this  modest  body  ;  **  look  at  the  empire  we  have  estab¬ 
lished.”  ”  The  great  things  were  done  in  spite  of  you.”  re¬ 
plies  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer ;  you  had  no  part 
”  in  them  but  the  part  of  prohibiting  and  disapproving  every 
“  grand  and  successful  stroke  of  •  policy  adopted  by  your 
”  servants.  You  were  rapacious,  and  that  was  all,  for  the 
"rapacity  was  too  blind  to  find  the  way  to  its  largest 
**  gratification.”  But  had  the  case  been  otherwise,  gratitude 
to  the  Company  for  what  it  did  to  fill  its  own  coffers 
would  be  like  those  remarkable  thanks  given  some  years 
ago  to  a  certain  railway  jobber  for  making  himself  rich, 
which  end  he  had  for  a  time  accomplished  by  means 
about  as  scrupulous  and  fair  as  those  of  the  Honourable 
Company. 

Truly  did  Sir  G.  C.  I.,ewis  declare — 

I  do  most  confidently  maintain  that  no  civilized  Government  ever 
existed  on  the  face  of  this  earth  which  was  more  corrupt,  more  per¬ 
fidious,  and  more  rapacious  than  the  Government  of  the  East  India 
Company  from  the  years  1768  to  1784. 

The  foundation  of  the  Indian  Empire  was  no  work  of 
theirs,  intent  wholly  as  they  were  on  tbe  pillage  of  what  was 
already  within  their  grasp : 

It  was  in  defiance  and  in  spite  of  the  injunctions  of  their  employ¬ 
ers  at  home, — it  was  through  the  energy  of  men  like  Clive,  it  was 
throT^h  the  daring  and  sucoessM  rapacity  of  governors  like  Warren 
Hastings,  that  the  first  foundations  of  our  laAian  empire  were  laid. 
The  Oempany  had  batteries,  they  had  forts,  they  bad  a  small  army, 
they  had  an  exchequer,  they  hid  a  corporate  policy,  which  were 
pla^  at  the  disposition  of  their  servants.  From  the  very  beginning 
those  servants  were  an  insubordinate  imd  a  mutinous  'race.  In  spite 
of  their  employsn  they  acquired  territorv.  I^y  were  called  upon 
to  make  remittooes  hme.  WhiA  wm  tne  easiest  way  of  nmkmg  a

HaTing  atatad  these  (sets,  Mr  Stirlfnf  made  the  following 
natural  commenH  upon  them  : 

Here,  Sir,  is  the  floctrins  of  aslitslnation  pstached  by  a  man  whose 
memory  is  still  revered  in  France,  and  preached  m  strong  and 
emphatic  words  — ^ords  which  no  French  or  Italian  exile  can  fail, 
when  it  may  smt  his  purposes,  to  apply  to  his  own  particular  case.  It 
has  been  said,  I  know,  that  Napoleon,  when  he  mt^o  that  unfortunate 
bequest,  was  afflicted  with  a  nerrons  mitabiKty,  which  ahnoet 
I  amount^  to  insanity;  in  fact,  I  have  heard  it  said,  upon  good 
authority,  that  for  some  months  before  his  death  he  s^ered  under 
the  delusion  that  he  was  in  danger  of  assassination  by  some  private 
agent  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington ;  and  I  can  conceive  it  possible 
t^t,  in  the  ruin  of  that  master  mind,  there  might  lin^r  somewhat 
of  the  old  Vendetta  spirit  of  his  native  isle.  I  no  longer  disturb 
his  ashes.  What  I  want  to  know  is,  whether  this  mischievous  doc¬ 
trine  has  been  endorsed  by  the  successor  to  his  fortunes  ? 

The  member  for  Pefihehire  then  proceeded  to  give  all 
the  known  circumetanoee  bearing  on  the  questions,  **  When 
“  was  the  legacy  paid,  and  who  paid  it  ?’  The  evidence, 
let  it  be  observed,  is  taken  altogether  from  the  records  of 
the  transaction  in  the  official  columns  of  the  Moniteur^  the 
very  best  evidence  of  whidi  thO'Case  admits. 

Now,  all  the  documents  referring  to  tho  whole  aflPair  appeared  in 
the  MoniUmr  l^tween  the  14th  of  August,  1863,  and  the  6th  of  May, 
1866,  and  they  consist  of  reports  of  oommissions,  reports  of  ministers, 
and  of  imperial  decrees ;  in  fact,  of  documents  which  denote  a  care¬ 
fully  advised  course  of  action.

.the  iweeping  aiyin^iscriminatc  pmiiihment  rf  death  will 
the  SepoTs  more  recklw,  end  invest  their  fat* 
^>iaiJL(3  of  the  dignity  of  martyrdom.  The  first  question, 
however,  ie  whether  the  punishment  has  indeed  been  indis¬ 
criminate.  If  (be  UO  who  auflered  the  highest  penalty  of 
the  law  were  guilty  of  the  murder  of  their  officers  and  wo¬ 
men  and  children  with  all  circumstances  of  fiendish  cruelty, 
esn  it  be  argued  that  the  case  was  one  for  any  discrimina- 
tioa?  From  the  numerical  extent  alone  of  a  punishment  it 
ia  not  to  be  inferred  that  there  has  been  absence  of  discri¬ 
mination,  for  the  guilt  of  all  concerned  may  have  been  of 
the  same  black  dye.  Whether  this  was  the  case  of  the  149 
executed  by  Sir  Hugh  Ro-e  we  have  no  means  of  knowing, 
but  as  little  means  of  knowing,  on  the  other  hand,  has  Lord 
Ellenborough,  who  assumes  an  iudiscriminate  rigour  to  have 
been  exercised. 

An  attempt  has  been  lately  made  to  clear  the  mutinous 
Sepoyt  of  the  imputstion  of  cruelty,  and  it  has  been  hardily 
aaseited  that  the  rumours  of  rape  and  mutilations  ha^ 
proved  false  upon  inquiry.  No  doubt  these  horrors  have 
been  exonerated,  for  what  ia  not  exaggerated  in  reports, 
bat  many  deplorable  examples  of  the  most  fiendish  cruelty 
are  unhappily  too  well  authenticated,  though  the  sufferers 
naturally  shrink  from  the  public  exposure  of  their  dishonour 
and  disfigurement,  the  latter  in  some  instances  almost  effacing 
the  aspect  of  humanity.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  how¬ 
ever,  that  these  horrible  cases  bear  a  very  small  proportion 
to  the  number  of  the  Sepoys  involved  in  the  guilt  of  mutiny, 
amounting  to  nearly  80,000.  And  what  will  you  do  with 
such  a  host  of  criminals?  asks  Lord  Ellenborough.  To 
execute  on  such  a  scale,  says  he,  would  revolt  all  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  humanity,  and  he  proposes  flogging  as  the  punish¬ 
ment  most  degrading,  and  most  dreaded  by  the  natives. 

I  am  quite  confident  that,  with  the  view  to  the  prevention  of 
crime,  it  Is  necessary  to  act  in  the  spirit  in  which  General  Neill  acted

As  a  natural  postscript  to  this  wise  and  friendly  enaoriaent,  the 
Consul’s  Passport,  applied  for  and  granted  after  landing,  will  not  be 
recomixed.  Tbie  is  contrary  to  the  old  custom.  Heretofore  a 
British  subject  who  had  omitted  to  take  a  Passport  in  London, 
whether  ttom  want  of  time  or  neglect,  or  of  any  one  of  the  twenty 
petty  causes  which  affect  the  procoedinjjs  of  hurried  travellera,  wm 
permitted  to  repair  his  omission  at  his  wrt  of  debsreation.  This 
relief  is  for  the  future  to  be  denied  to  me  travelling  Englishman. 
What  security,  it  may  be  aiud,  would  a  Consular  Passport,  granted  at 
a  French  port  by  a  British  agent,  prove  to  the  Imperial  Government  ? 
In  the  first  place,  we  would  say  it  might  be  accepted  aa  reasonable 
evidence  that  the  hearer  was  an  Englishman.  The  test  applied  would 
be  the  test  of  languaM.  We  much  doubt  if  there  are  .in  Europe  at 
the  present  moment  fifty  men,  not  Englishmen,  who  speak  English 
in  such  a  manner  that  their  foreign  origin  could  not  he  detected  in 
the  course  of  a  five  minutes’  conversation.  The  Imperial  police 
j  might  be  perfectly  content  to  accept  the  Paairoort  granted  by  the 
English  Consul  at  l^ulogne  or  Calais  as  good  evidence  that  the 
hearer  was  an  English  sul^ect. 

Englishmen,  by  these  regulations,  are  placed  on  the 
same  footing  as  the  miscreant  Italians  of  Orsini’s  sect.  It 
would  seem  that  we  are  suspected  of  something  more  than 
screening  and  harbouring  assassins,  since  we  are  to  be  placed 
under  the  same  surveillance,  and  subjected  to  the  same 
vexations  restrictions.  The  new  Passport  system  will  be  onr 
share  of  the  “  Loi  des  augpecU.”  However,  as  the  Times  re¬ 
marks,  Englishmen  have  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands. 
We  fully  concur  with  our  cotemporary  in  advising  our  coun-

LORD  PALMERSTON  ON  ORANGEISM. 

There  is  an  interesting  competition  going  on  between  the 
Prime  Minister  and  the  Foreign  Secretary  in  the  fine  art 
of  complimenting.  Lord  Clarendon  took  occasion  lately  to 
say  a  number  of  handsome  things  of  the  Govertiment  of 
Naples ;  Lord  Palmerston  has  taken  for  his  theme  that 
interesting  body,  the  Orangemen  of  Ireland.  A  deputation 
of  members  of  Parliament,  representing  that  respectable 
association,  waited  on  the  Premier  last  Saturday  to  remon¬ 
strate  with  him  on  the  steps  taken  or  projected  by  the  Irish 
Goremment,  with  a  view  to  purge  the  Ulster  magistracy  of 
the  venomous  Orange  element,  in  consequence  of  the 
recent  disgraceful  tumults  in  Belfast.  The  Minister,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  report  in  the  Times,  addressed  the  remonstrants 
in  the  following  terms  : 


I  assure  you  that  neither  the  Lord- Lieutenant,  nor  the  Lord  Chan- 
oMor  of  Ireland,  nor  any  one  ehe  that  I  am  aware  of  hoe  eaer  imputed 
to  the  menders  ^  the  Orange  Aeeoeiation  as  at  preeent  eonetituted  that 
there  woe  anythit^  illegal  in  their  confederacy.  The  entire  course  of 
the  late  proceeding  neratives  any  such  assumption,  for  if  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  the  Irish  Government  had  thought 
that  there  was  anything  illegal  in  the  association,  a  very  Afferent 

£)lioy  firom  that  which  has  bwn  adopted  would  have  been  pursued. 

very  one  must  admit  that  the  gentlemen  who  are  members  of  this 
association  are  eminently  loyal,  and  that  there  cannot  he  anything  in 
their  political  opinions  which  should  exclude  them  from  exercising  ma- 
gieteritd  functions.  The  fact  that  the  association  must,  though  I  differ 
from  it,  be  admitted  to  be  founded  upon  a  principle  which  assumes 
peculiar  loyalty  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  any  allegation  that  the  Lord 
Chancellor  could  have  intended  to  convey  that  the  members  of  the 
Orann  Association  are  less  loyal  or  trustworthy  than  any  other  per¬ 
sons  m  the  community.  It  is  not,  then,  on  this  account  that  the 
exclusion  is  intended  to  be  enforced.  The  reason  rests  upon  totally 
different  grounds.  The  Lord-Lieutenant  and  the  Lord  Chancellor 
of  Ireland  are  far  from  entertaining  the  opinion  that  gentlemen  who, 
from  their  position  in  society  and  their  personal  character,  are  in  other 
respects  suited fbr  magistrates,  would  be  likely  to  he  influenced  by  political 
eonsiderations  in  the  performance  of  those  duties.  No  such  suspicion 
has  ever  been  entertained  by  them,  and  still  lees  by  her  Majesty's 
Government;  but  it  is  impossible  not  to  perceive  that  suspicions 
may  and  must  prevail  among  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Irish 
people.  These  circumstances  led  the  Lord-Lieutenant  and  the 
Lord  Chancellor  to  take  the  step  which  you  disapprove.  I  can¬ 
not  say  that  the  Government  differ  from  the  Lord  Chancellor  of 
Ireland  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  rule  he  has  laid  down.  The 
Oran^  Association  is  oiganized  with  an  annual  procession  of 


armeu  men. 


If  the  Orangemen  are  not  satisfied  with  this  handsome 
testimony  to  their  public  virtues  they  must  be  hard  to 
plekse.  There  is  in  the  first  place  the  negative  encomium, 
that  there  is  nothing  unlawful  in  their  confederacy  ;  far  be 
it  from  any  member  of  her  Majesty’s  Government  on  either 
side  of  the  water  to  impute  to  them  a  shadow  of  illegality ! 
Next  comes  the  Prime  Minister's  opinion  that  the  Orange¬ 
men  are  not  only  loyal,  but  eminently  loyal,"  which  not 
being  sufficient  praise,  he  reinforces  with  the  addition  that 
**  there  is  nothing  in  their  political  opinions  to  exclude  them 
**  from  exercising  magisterial  functions."  Nor  is  even  this 
enough.  In  the  next  sentence  the  confederacy  is  stated  to 
bo  “  founded  on  principles  which  assume  peculiar  loyalty," 
and  the  assumption  is  considered  by  his  lordship  to  be  per¬ 
fectly  just,  since  he  observes  that  it  is  "  a  sufficient  answer 
**  to  any  allegation  that  the  Irish  Chancellor  intended  to  i 
**  convey  that  members  of  the  Orange  Association  are  less  | 

loyal,  or  tnistworthy,  than  any  other  persons  in  the  com- 1 
**  munitv-’*  And  the  climax  of  panegyric  is  capped  by  the  I 
declaration  that  the  Irish  Government  entertains  not  so' 
much  as  the  suspicion  that  Orangemen  are  likely  to  be  j 
*'  influenced  by  political  considerations  in  their  performance 
*'  of  their  magisterial  duties,"  and  that  the  English  Govern¬ 
ment  (her  Majesty's  Government  par  excellence)  is  still  less 
capable  of  harbouring  it.  In  fact,  it  is  only  the  wrong¬ 
headed  Irish  people  who  see  anything  to  be  reprobated  in  the 
Orange  Association.  Lord  Palmerston  avows  that  he  has 
the  highest  opinion  of  its  members.  What  more  is  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  My  of  any  body  of  gentlemen  than  that  they  are 
legally  confederated,  eminently  loyal,  perfectly  trustworthy, 
and  not  only  incapable  of  being  unduly  influenced  in  the 
exercise  of  their  public  functions  by  their  principles,  or  their 
prejudices,  but,  like  Cmsar  s  wife,  beyond  the  very  suspicion 
of  corruption  or  partiality  ? 

We  cannot  but  think  that  Lord  Palmerston  would  have 
expressed  himself  differently  had  he  reflected  on  the  import¬ 
ance  of  strengthening  the  hands  of  Lord  Carlisle.  This  is 
clearly  not  a  case  where  the  working  of  the  Lord-Lieuten¬ 
ancy  has  been  improved  by  the  interposition  of  Downing 
Street.  While  the  Viceroy  and  Chancellor  of  Ireland  are 
anxiously  employed  in  trying  to  confer  one  of  the  greatest 
boons  upon  the  country,  by  gradually  purifying  the  local 
administration  of  justice,  and  securing  social  order  against 
such  scenes  of  violence  as  those  which  convulsed  the  northern 
part  of  the  island  no  later  than  last  summer,  the  Prime 
Minister  steps  in  with  such  a  eulogium  on  Orangeism  as 
Lord  Derby  himself,  were  he  in  power,  would  scarcely  havt 
ventured  to  pronounce.  Lord  Palmerston  goes  almost  ever\ 
length  but  positively  disapproving  of  the  coarse  taken  bj 


Dublin  Castle.  •*  I  cannot  say  that  I  differ  from  the  Lord 
"  Chancellor  of  Ireland  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  role  he 
has  Uid  down."  There  are  occasions  when  a  little  plain 
blunt  tittth  ought  to  be  apokeu,  even  at  tbe  hazard  of  hurt¬ 
ing  the  ears  of  noble  earla  and  grand  masters.  It  would 
have  been  better  bad  L<HPd  Palmerston  told  the  deputnrion 
that  he  fully  concurred  with  tlie  Irish  Government;  and 
had  he  omitted  the  complimentary  palaver  altogether. 

One  good,  however,  has  come  of  the  deputation  to  Cam¬ 
bridge  House.  Tbe  connection  with  the  Orange  lodges  of 
the  leading  Parliamentary  followers  of  Lord  Derby  is  now 
beyond  all  controversy.  Among  the  Orange  remonstrants 
we  And  Mr  Napier,  the  Derby  Attorney-General  for  Ire¬ 
land,  Mr  Whiteside,  the  Derby  Solicitor-General,  Mr 
Wynne,  the  Derby  Under-Secretary,  and  Mr  O.  A. 
Hamilton,  who  held  some  other  office  under  the  last  Con¬ 
servative  administration.  Two  of  these  gentlemen  are  no¬ 
torious  aspirants  to  the  Irish  ermine.  They  are,  of  course, 
under  deep  obligations  to  Lord  Palmerston  for  his  testi¬ 
mony  to  Orange  virtue  ;  and  at  some  future  time,  we  have 
no  doubt,  we  shall  have  his  lordship’s  speech  referred  to  and 
quoted,  as  the  admission  by  a  liberal  statesman  that  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Orange  confederacy  is  consistent  with  the 
highest  moral  qualifications  for  office. 


COLLISIONS  IN  THE  ROYAL  NAVY.  | 
We  l)eg  to  draw  the  attention  of  our  readers,  whether  i 
nautical  or  not,  to  the  stdtement  in  a  letter  signed  R.  N., ! 
which  will  be  fouud  in  another  place,  that  the  Queen's  yacht,  ^ 
Victoria  and  Albert,  not  content  with  running  into  one  vessel 
in  one  of  the  widest  reaches  of  the  Tliaraes,  ran  into  another  i 
in  the  broad  North  Sea,  doing  much  damage  both  to  herself  | 
and  to  the  unlucky  brig  with  which  she  cauie  into  collision.  | 
In  the  first  clever  affair  the  Princess  Royal  was  on  board,  j 
and  might  have  been  endangered — alarmed  she  must 
have  been  when  her  nerves  were  probably  in  tbe  worst 
condition  for  so  rude  a  trial  of  them.  But  what  we  have  ! 
to  ask  is,  why  is  not  cognizance  taken  of  these  colli- 1 
sions?  If  a  ship  runs  ashore,  a  couri-martial  is  held  as  a 
matter  of  course  to  investigate  the  causes  and  ascertain 
whether  any  blame  is  dueto  the  officers.  Should  not  the  same 
rule  apply  to  collisions  ?  What  matters  it  whether  a  ship 
runs  agsinst  wood  or  iron,  or  against  sand  or  rock  ?  The 
danger  is  not  less  in  the  one  case  than  iu  the  other.  Nay, 
It  is  greater  in  the  collision  of  ship  with  ship,  for  both  may 
be  disabled  or  destroyed.  When  the  wise  rule  was  established 
of  subjecting  to  court-martial  officers  whose  ships  were 
stranded,  steam  and  the  frequent  collisions  incidental  to  it 
were  unknown ;  but  now  that  our  seas  are  thronged  with 
steamers,  and  collisions  so  frightfully  frequent,  it  surely  is 
incumbent  on  the  Admiralty  to  extend  the  rule  of  trial  by 
court-martial  to  all  serious  cases  of  collision.  Tbe  officers 
of  the  Alacrity,  one  of  the  squadron  that  escorted  the  Prin¬ 
cess  Royal,  are  on  their  trial  for  having  run  the  vessel 
ashore  on  the  Shingle  Spit.  Why  is  not  tbe  Hon.  Captain 
Denman  on  his  trial  for  having  fouled  two  vessels  on  a  short 
trip  between  Gravesend  aud  Antwerp?  It  may  not  have 
been  his  fault,  nor  may  it  have  been  the  fault  of  tbe  officers 
of  the  Alacrity  that  she  took  to  tbe  Spit,  but  the  fact  of 
blame  or  no  blame  should  be  ascertained  as  much  in  the  one 
case  as  the  other,  the  stems  of  her  Majesty’s  ships  requiring 
quite  as  much  care  as  their  keels,  nay,  of  the  two  they  are 
the  more  tender.  They  are  always  strong  enough  to  do 
great  mischief  in  impinging,  but  weak  enougb  also  to 
suffer  serious  damage  in  the  collision. 


THE  ENGLISH  VICTIMS  AT  NAPLES, 

A  spirited  letter  in  the  Daily  News,  signed  **  A  Middle- 
Class  Man,"  contains  the  following  remarks,  which  we  fear 
are  only  too  near  tbe  truth. 

I  confess  I  feel  indignant  at  the  contemptuous  nonehalancs  with 
which  our  governors  treat  the  question  of  the  Neq;>olitan  prisoners. 
Is  it  because  Mr  Watt  and  Mr  Paiks  arc  merely  members  of  tbe 
middle  class  that  they  are  to  he  regarded  as  Pariahs  ?  Had  Mr  Watt 
been  a  Phipps,  and  Mr  Parks  a  ToUemaehe,  would  not  our  own  “  An¬ 
cient  Pistol  ”  have  exploded  and  uttered  “  pravo  orts  ”  ?  Both  houses 
of  Parliament  would  nave  resounded  with  “  Rights  of  Englishmen,” 
“  Tyrannical  government,”  ”  Compensation,”  ”  Satisfaction.”  Great 
would  have  b^n  the  flourish  of  the  diplomatic  pen  at  the  Foreign 
office,  and  in  the  Bay  of  Naples  would  have  floated  a  British  frig^ 
commanded  by  a  gulant  honourable  or  a  noble  lord.  Put  Mr  Watt 
is  not  a  Phipps,  nor  is  Mr  Parks  a  TMlcmache. 

If  it  be  asked  wliy  the  House  of  Commons,  supposed  to 
represent  the  middle  classes,  is  as  patient  as  her  Majesty’s 
Government  of  the  protracted  barbarities  that  have  made  a 
maniac  of  an  unfortunate  unoffending  Englishman,  the  an¬ 
swer  may  perhaps  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  represents  tbe  ToIIemuches  and  Phipps's  much  more 
effectually  than  it  does  the  order  of  Watt  and  Parks.  The 
Reform  Association  has  just  published  a  table  of  the  Lower 
House,  exhibiting  the  degree  of  its  subjection  to  the  House 
of  Lords.  From  this  table  it  appears  that  no  fewer  than 
three  hundred  of  those  who  are  called  represeutatives  of  the 
people  are  either  brothers,  sons,  nephews,  uncles,  sons-in- 
law,  or  cousins  of  peere.  Add  to  this  list  those  whi»,  uncon¬ 
nected  with  noble  families,  owe  their  seats  to  their  influence  ; 
add  also  the  toadies  and  sycophants  of  peers  and  of  peers 
relations,  and  there  ceases  to  be  any  difficulty  in  explaining 
why  the  wrotigs  and  sufferings  of  our  countrymen  at  Naples 
have  excited  so  little  interest  even  in  the  chamber  where 
ihe  theory  of  the  constitution  might  have  led  us  to  expect 
a  very  different  state  of  feeling. 

It  is  said  that  there  is  no  great  enthusiasm  in  the  country 
for  a  new  Reform  Act.  If  this  be  so,  it  is  surely  not  for 


want  of  the  juateat  grounds  of  discontsnt  with  tbs  pressnt 
representatives  of  the  people.  With  such  powerful  levers 
to  work  with  as  the  course  of  public  affairs  has  for 
some  time  back  been  industriously  providing  for  tbs  hands 
of  the  agitator,  there  ought  surely  to  be  no  groat  difficnltw 
in  raising  something  of  the  old  spirit  which  effected  so  much 
a  quarter  of  a  century  since,  though  it  left  more  than 
enough  for  our  own  days  to  achieve.  What  would  not  a 
leader  with  a  tenth  of  O  Connell’s  energy  aeeomplish  with 
such  exciting  materials  at  his  hand  ?  It  esn  only  be  the 
workman  that  is  wanting.  Of  tbe  best  tools  there  is  no  de¬ 
ficiency,  thanks  to  a  Minister  too  coufident  in  his  strtngtb, 
and  a  Parliament  too  independent  of  the  people. 


INDIAN  PATRONAGE.* 

A  modest  brochure,  now  before  us,  of  no  more  than 
eleven  pages,  contains  a  lucid  and  elaborate  scheme  for  the 
safe  distribution  of  that  Indian  patronage  which  some  pa¬ 
triotic  Englishmen  have  worked  themselves  up  to  believe  is 
likely  to  break  up  the  British  constitution,— of  that  con¬ 
stitution  wbioh  came  out  of  the  woods  of  Germany  about 
f  urteen  centuries  sgo,  and  which,  in  spite  of  far  greater 
obstacles  than  Indian  patronage  could  oppose,  has  made 
pretty  large  advances  since.  We  shall  permit  the  author 
to  describe  his  scheme  in  bis  own  words,  observing,  however, 
that  in  our  own  opinion  he  attaches  an  undue  importance 
to  the  supposed  inconvenience  of  the  patronage  in  question, 
and  that  bis  projected  restraints  on  it  iu  the  case  of  its 
exercise  by  the  local  governments  of  India  are  too  stringent, 
if  not,  indeed,  superfluous.  With  the  probation  of  a  certain 
period  of  Indian  residence,  and  a  rigorous  examination  as 
to  local  knowledge,  we  should  be  dispo^  to  leave  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  patronage  of  promotion  to  the  responsibility  of 
governors  to  Parliament, — to  the  public  opinion  of  India 
expressed  through  a  free  press,  and  to  the  restraints  and 
inconveniences  opposed  to  vicious  patronage  1^  a  tropical 
climate. 

The  question  of  Patronage  ia  eoneidered  one  of  tbe  moet  difficult 
connected  with  the  abolition  of  the  double  goveriunent  of  India. 

Before  entering  into  the  eubjeet,  it  will  ^  neceesary  to  reonpltulate 
the  different  branohee  into  which  the  Indian  Service  if  divided  t— 

1st.  The  Home  Staff. 

3fld.  The  Covenanted  Civil  Service  In  India,  eoneUtlng  of  between 
800  and  900  officers,  and  of  about  100  military  men  employed  in 
civil  (iutise^ 

3rd.  Tbe  Uncovenanted  Servioe,  eompoied  of  about  1,900,  beeidec 
iiunierou*  minor  officials. 

4tb.  The  Military  Service. 

5  b.  The  Navy  and  Piloi  Service. 

(Sth.  Chaplaincies. 

In  these  are  comprised  appointments  to  the  Staff  of  the  army,  law 
officers,  assay  masters  of  tbe  Mint,  and  Masters-attendant  at  the 
Presidenciee,  at  preeent  in  the  gift  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Crown,  at  present,  has  the  patronage  of  judge-ships  In  tbe 
Supreme  Court,  of  bishoprics,  and  ^nimandt-in-cbief.  Members  of 
Supreme  Council  are  nominated  by  Directorv.  Govemoithips  are 
in  (he  joint  ^ftt  of  the  Crown  and  the  Court. 

The  firrt  appoiiitraente  to  the  Civil  Service  have  already  been 
opened  to  public  eompeiitioo.  The  efaief  patronage,  therefore,  aeoru- 
ing  to  tbe  new  Minieter,  as  regards  first  nominations,  will  be  eonfined 
to  cadetehips,  amounting  in  number,  annually,  to  about  288.  Of 
these  appointroente  about  one-fourteenth  baa  hitherto  been  in  tbe  gift 
of  tbe  President  of  tbe  Board  of  Control. 

Tbe  reasons  urged  against  tbe  exereiae  of  patronage  by  tbe  new 
Minister  are  twofold  t— 

First.  Tbe  possibility  of  undue  regard  to  pelUieal  ooniideraiion  er 
private  friendship. 

Second.  The  poeaiblo  imputation  of  suck  motives. 

Tbs  same  arguments  are  alee  brought  forward  against  Uie  patronage 
of  the  Governor-General  iu  matters  of  promotion  |  it  being  argu^ 
that  on  tbe  diesoiuiion  of  tbe  Company,  and  consequent  exemption 
from  restraint,  be  may  be  subjset  to  tbe  saine  influenees  as  a  Minister 
at  heme. 

On  the  other  band,  it  ia  urged  that  tbe  absence  of  e  oertain  oentrsl 
over  patronage  will  muob  weaken  the  power  of  a  responeibie  Minister 
over  bis  department ;  while  tbe  introduction  of  tbs  eoiupetitira 
system,  in  primary  appointment#  to  tbe  army,  sirlkM  at  tbe  very 
root  and  principle  of  military  dwoipline  and  organieation. 

Some  plan  meat  therefore  bo  devised  by  whieb  the  patronage  tney 
be  kept  within  tbe  hands  of  lbs  Minister,  subj*^  in  sudi  a  iDsnnsr 
to  tbe  control  of  Parliament  as  to  prevent  abaM  of  power  on  the  one 
bend,  or  the  haraosmont  of  unjust  aceusalions  on  tbo  ether. 

In  the  first  plaes,  it  is  pr<*posed  to  reserve  lo  the  Minister  abeolutely 
all  such  patronsgo  as  is  at  present  within  hie  gift,  ia  addition  te  the 
appoiatmente  in  bie  office.  Tbeoe  ebouid  be  considered  private 
patronage  ae  muob  within  his  own  diepoeal  as  pstronago  appertaining 
to  any  other  Minister  of  the  Crown. 

Tbe  remaining  paironase  should  be  designated  ‘‘  Publie  Patronage.*’ 
The  distribution  sheuld  b-  conducted  through  a  department  in  tbe 
new  Indian  offioe,  and  subjected  to  publio  rtvieioa  ae  muob  as  any 
other  public  official  function. 

This  dopartm^nt  should  consist  of  a  Secretary  or  ffoperinteodent, 
with  tbe  neocemry  staff.  Its  aetion  should  bo  as  follows 

With  regard  to  tbe  oadeisbipf. 

After  tbe  reeervatien  ef  one-fourteentii,  cadetships  shall  be  oon- 
sidered  as  publicly  civen  when  oonfenred  in  tbe  following  manner 

let.  To  sons  of  deserving  officers. 

2ndly.  To  publie  cefaools. 

Srdly.  To  such  young  men  as  shall  be  duly  recommended. 

A  Secretary  of  Btat*',  or  other  Indian  Minister,  eball  be  bo^d  n^ 
to  have  private  corTespondenev  of  any  kind  on  the  sabj*«t  of  seek 
public  appointtiieiits.  He  ehall  be  bound  to  place  on  r*oerd, 
Patronage  Department,  all  oorreepondence  relating  to  this  eobj  ct, 
and  also  to  accept  tbe  reoororaeiidation  of  reepectabl#  persons  known 
to  himself  to  whatever  party  they  may  belong.  I«  the  third  category, 
it  iiiny  bo  matter  for  eoneid'  ration  whether  the  competitive  test  msy 
not  be  safely  applied  in  a  limited  form.  i  ...  u  / 

At  tbe  commencement  of  earii  yeer,  a  pepss  sbal)  before

submit  this  publie  patronage  to  Parliamentary  revision.

Patronage  l^artment.  Bagietcra  ahould  be  kept  of  the  indiridual 
oarrioae,  the  tpeeial  racommendatione,  and  the  omiaaiona  of  erery 
Oiril  aarrant.  Brery  promotion  made  in  India  ahould  bo  aubjeet  to 
the  ratification  of  the  Homo  Gorernment,—- a  ratification,  of  courae, 
withhold  except  for  aomo  flagrant  offence.  Brery  aeeaion  a 
aynoptical  ragiater  ahould  be  aubmitted  to  Parliament,  containing 
er^  promotion,  with  tho  former  or  epecial  Sarricea  of  the  promoted. 
A  TmIo  ia  alao  annexed  for  clearer  elucidation  of  tbia  project. 

The  Indian  Sarrioe  hare  already  intimated  a  wiah  for  the  eatabliah- 
roent  of  a  department  of  thia  nature.  Indian  aerranta  would  apply 
to  it  with  eoufidanca,  aaaured  that  thoir  claima  would  be  taken  into 
conaideration  apart  from  any  but  public  infiueneea,  while  none  but 
thoao  with  welUfoundad  eomplainta  would  eenturo  to  bring  forward 
their  griaTanoee  in  tba  face  of  a  ragiater  where  their  ahortcominga 
were  not  orerlooked. 

The  aama  proceaa  that  would  enable  a  goTernroent  to  reriae  tbe 
procoadipga  of  the  OoTemor-Ghneral,  would  aerre  aa  a  guide  in  the 
nomination  to  the  high  poata  reaerrad  within  thoir  own  gift.  The 
office  of  a  Member  of  Supremo  Council  ia  not  one  to  which  a  Miniater 
would  or  could  appoint  any  indiridual  notorioualy  incompetent. 

Although  aeniority  ia  but  a  poor  teat  of  qualification,  a  certain 
minimum  period  of  aarrioa  might  be  affixed  to  each  grade  aa  an 
indiapanaabla  preliminary  to  promotion. 

The  naral  and  the  clerical  oerricea  mightbediapoaedofin  a  aimilar 
manner.  The  racanciea  in  tho  firat  of  theao  two  aerricea  are  few  in 
number.  The  aupply  of  ohaplaina  might  with  adrantaga  be  entruated 
to  biahope  and  unireraitiea.

THE  CLOTHING  OP  OUB  TROOPS.— EXTRACTS  FROM 
THE  REPORT  ON  THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF 
THE  ARMY. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  an  easy  adjustment 
of  the  clothing,  so  as  to  leave  to  the  respiratory  and  omer  organs  of 
the  body,  as  well  as  to  its  muscular  development,  the  utmost  fn^om. 
Great  braeflt  is  stated  to  have  resulted  from  the  use  of  the  canvas 
frrook  at  the  Cape  and  in  the  Crimea,  in  lieu  of  the  cloth  tunic.  ‘  As 
regards  under-clothing,  the  balance  of  evidence,  both  of  commanding 
and  medical  officers,  is  in  favour  of  the  flannel  shirt.  But  the  opinion 
of  the  non-commissioned  officers  examined  was  decidedly  unfavourable 
to  it,  principally  on  the  ground  of  the  increased  cost  of  the  article, 
which  is  one  of  the  necessaries  kept  up  at  the  expense  of  the  soldier.  ! 

Thb  Boots. — The  quality  of  the  boots  is  complained  of,  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  a  boot  should  be  adopted,  capable  of  being  laced 
over  the  trowaer,  aa  the  French  gaiter  is  outtoned  on  the  march,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  acciunulatien  of  wet  and  mud  on  the  loose  trowser 
round  the  ankle. 

Thb  Stock. — The  stiff  stock  is  condemned  by  almost  every  one  who 
haagiTwihis  cqiinion  upon  it  The  men,  indeed,  consider  that  it  looks 
smart,  and  some  of  them  wish  to  keep  it,  on  the  understanding,  however, 
that  it  may  be  always  taken  off  when  muscular  exertion  is  required. 
This  condition  appli^  to  any  part  of  a  soldier’s  dress  appears  to  us  to 
be  condemnatory  of  it  The  degree  to  which  men  suffer  from  the  use 
of  the  stiff  stock  on  parade  and  other  duties  is  no  doubt  prejudicial  to 
health ;  on  a  march  they  are  always  allowed  to  take  it  off.  The 
oomplaint  made  of  ffie  horse-hair  stocks  which  were  substituted  for  tbe 
stiff  leather  stocks  is  that  they  coil  up  till  they  become  shapeless, 
and  rise  above  the  collar  of  the  coat 

’  Thb  Hbab-obah. — But  the  most  difficult  problem  to  solve  in  army 
costume  is  the  head-dress.  Formerly  it  was  a  tine  qnd  non  that  the 
head-dress  should  protect  tbe  head  of  the  wearer  frrom  a  sabre  cut.  It 
was  looked  upon  as  armour  still  used  for  the  protection  of  the  head. 
We  doubt  the  value  of  this  protection,  if  it  be  purchased  at  the  expense 
of  a  degree  of  weight  and  of  heat  likely  to  prove  injurious  to  far  more 
men  than  it  will  ever  preserve  fi^m  sabre  wounds.  The  altered  system 
of  warfare,  from  the  di^y  increasing  range  of  the  weapons  used,  renders 
the  attempted  protection  of  particular  parts  of  the  body  more  tbim  ever 
useless ;  and  it  becomes  the  more  important  to  consider  what  character 
of  head-gear  will  afford  the  best  protection  to  the  head,  not  from  sabre 
or  bullet,  but  from  heat,  cold,  and  wet,  and  can  be  worn  most  conve¬ 
niently  by  the  soldier  on  tbe  maioh  or  when  sleeping  at  the  bivoium. 

We  are  satisfled  that  the  shako  is,  from  its  colour,  weight,  material, 
and  form,  altogether  inapplicable  to  tropical  climates  such  as  those 
in  which  some  of  our  troops  pass  a  great  portion  of  their  lives.  For 
them  there  is  no  head-dress  giving  ao  efficient  a  protection  to  the 
head,  face,  and  neck  as  a  light  cap  covered  by  wadded  linen,  with  a 
flap  hanging  down  behind,  or  else  a  few  yards  of  linen  rolled,  turban- 
fa^on,  round  the  forage-cap ;  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  of 
some  such  head-dress  in  India  and  all  climates  of  similar  tempera¬ 
ture. 

Thb  Gbbkt-Coat. — The  great- coat  worn  in  the  British  army  is 
of  very  bad  material,  of  little  use  against  cold,  while  it  readily  im¬ 
bibes  and  retains  wet. 

RBocMXBKDATioirs  OH  THB  ScBJBCT  OB  Clothwo.— We  recom¬ 
mend  the  adoption  of  a  better  boot ;  also  a  lighter  stock  of  the  pattern 
specified ;  a  more  horixontal  peak  to  tho  forage-oap ;  and  the  substi¬ 
tution  of  a  light  cap,  with  a  wadded  linen  cover,  or  a  roll  of  linen  for 
the  shako  in  hot  climates. 

attention  be  paid  to  the  interior  form  of  the  head¬ 
dress,  whether  shako  or  busby ;  that  the  great-coat  be  of  a  better 


quality  and  more  durable  texture ;  that  all  clo^ng  bo  ma^  suffi¬ 
ciently  loose  to  permit  tho  free  use  of  tho  limbs  and  unimpeded 
action  of  the  musclea;  and  that  the  material  of  tho  clothing  bo  varied 
according  to  the  climates  in  which  the  troops  may  bo  serving. 

We  strongly  recommend  the  immediate  tes^g,  by  its  issue  to  half 
a  battalion,  of  the  Berringt(m  knapsack  sling. 


THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER. 

The  Basque  Country :  its  Population,  Language, 
Customs,  Literature,  and  Music.  Le  Pays  Basque: 
sa  Population,  son  Langage,  ses  Mceurs,  sa  Littfra- 
ture,  et  sa  Mueique.  By  Francisquo  Michel.  Paris 
Firmin  Didot  Fr^res. 

The  Basque  country,  on  the  French  aide  of  the  Pyrenees, 
which  forma  the  subject  of  the  elaborate  and  interesting 
work  of  M.  Michel,  contains  about  four  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants,  and  forms  rather  more  than  one-third  of  the 
whole  department  to  which  it  belongs.  Distinct  from 
Gascony  and  Beam,  the  Basque  people  have  always  had  a 
language  of  their  own,  the  origin  of  which  has  proved  a 
standing  puzzle  to  philologists.  The  proper  name  for  the 
Basque  language  is  Escuara."  Whether  it  was  the 
tongue  of  our  first  parents  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  as  the 
Ab^  dTharce  de  Bidassouet  has  insinuated ;  whether  it 
was  spoken  by  the  family  of  Noah,  a  supposition  su^ested 
by  certain  radical  words ;  whether  it  came  from  Africa,  as 
Leibnitz  hoped  to  prove, — from  Chaldea,  as  M.  Eichboff 
decided,— K)r  from  Greece,  as  William  Yon  Humboldt 
believed ; — this  much  is  certain :  the  Escuara  differs  in 
all  its  most  essential  elements  from  every  other  known 
idiom,  and  although  many  of  the  words  now  in  use  afford 
evidence  of  being  derived  from  Roman,  Spanish,  French, 
and  even  Teutonic  sources,  these  resemblances  are  so  evi¬ 
dently  imported  into  the  language  by  local  or  political 
accidents,  that  its  integrity  is  not  in  the  least  affected  by 
their  presence.  The  primitive  character  of  the  Escuara  de¬ 
clares  itself,  like  all  other  primitive  tongues,  in  its  expression 
of  the  attributes  of  objects  by  the  names  assigned  to  them. 
The  names  of  days  of  the  week,  of  mountains,  rivers,  foun¬ 
tains,  provinces,  villages,  all  have  their  peculiar  significance. 
Let  us  cite  a  few  examples :  the  first  village  that  the  tra¬ 
veller  comes  to  on  the  road  from  Bayonne  to  Hasparren,  is 
called  Hiriburu,  or  “  head  of  the  town tho  one  that 
comes  next,  which  is  situated  on  a  dry  and  arid  soil,  Muga^- 
erre,  or  “  burnt  land  “  new  house,”  “  red  house,” 
**  white  house,"  house  upon  a  mountain,”  **  house  in  a 
“  hollow,”  in  the  middle  of  the  woods,”  “  in  the  middle 
“  of  tho  fields,”  “  near  tho  water,”  “  near  the  fountain,” 
“  under  tho  oak,”  **  under  tho  walnut  tree,”  ”  under  the 
**  plum  tree,”  have  all  their  local  significance.  These 
names  and  an  infinity  of  others,  intended  originally 
to  indicate  localities  and  dwellings,  have  insensibly 
become  those  of  families  and  of  individuals,  and  out 
of  this  adaptation,  a  curious  trait  of  Basque  manners 
has  arisen  which  de  FAncre  relates  as  follows  :  **  I  must 
”  not  forget,*’  he  says,  "  that  in  Labourt  (a  very  large 
**  district)  the  poorest  of  tbe  villagers,  male  and  female, 

call  themselves  lords  and  ladies  of  such  and  such  houses 

which  they  occupy,  even  if  they  be  no  better  than  pig- 
**  sties.  Now,  some  of  these  houses  stand  in  the  street  of 
**  the  village,  others  out  of  tbe  line  on  either  side,  with  plots 

of  ground  about  them,  and,  as  they  are  thus  localised,  the 
”  owners  drop  their  proper  names  and  those  of  their  fa- 
”  milies — even  the  women  abandon  the  names  of  their 
**  husbands  —  to  take  some  territorial  appellation,” — an 
inconstancy  of  disposition  which  de  I’Ancre,  who  made  that 
the  title  of  his  well-known  work  {Tableau  de  Vinoon- 
stance  des  mauvais  anger),  ascribes  to  the  influence  of  tbe 
devil. 

Into  the  grammatical  construction  of  the  Escuara  it  is  not 
our  purpose — as  we  have  not  the  space — to  enter,  but  we 
may  cite  the  following  passage,  derived  from  the  learned 
dissertation  of  Darrigol  (which  M.  Michel  has  analysed) 
to  show  what  are  said  to  be  its  merits : 

The  Eacurian  gnunmar,  knows  only  two  kinds  of  words,  the  noun 
I  and  the  verb ;  its  syntax  of  agreement  is  null,  or  reduces  itself  to  the 
perfect  knowledge  of  its  system  of  declensions  and  conjugations.  It 
admits  of  no  particular  and  fixed  construction  in .  its  phrases,  which 
lend  themselves,  by  the  privilege  of  inversion^  to  every  combination 
of  thought,  to  the  caprice  or  impetuosity  of  the  imaginatiem,  to  all 
the  impulses  of  the  heart.  It  enjoys  all  the  advantages  of  the  article, 
without  being  subject  to  its  fetters ;  it  allows'  of  no  distinction  of 
gender,  except  in  the  second  person  singular  of^the  verbs,  and  yet 
there  is  notlung  obscure  or  equivocal  in  its  phases. 

Tbe  proverbs  of  a  people  always  furnish  the  most  charac¬ 
teristic  expression  of  its  language,  and  those  of  tbe  Escual- 
dunac  (or  Basques)  are  remarkable  both  for  their  brevity 
and  wiMom.  From  a  vast  number  collected  by  M.  Michel 
we  take  some  of  the  most  striking : 

“  Axerri,  otserri,’*  foreign  country,  wolfs  country}  “  Axeac  esena 
lax,”  tbe  foreigners  hand  is  heavy. 

Again : 

He  who  has  nuts  to  eat  will  find  plenty  of  stones  to  break  them 
with.  I  told  the  dog  to  do  it,  and  the  dog  said  the  to  his  tail. 
For  a  hundred  horses  you  must  have  a  hundred  saddle*-  We  know 
the  wine  by  the  cask.  Better  purblind  than  all  blind.  For  hard 
bread  you  want  sharp  teeth.  Fill  the  sack  too  full  and  it  bursts. 
Welcome,  misfortune,  if  it  comes  alone.  He  whe  knows  not  bow  to 
pray  to  God,  let  him  go  learn  at  sea. 

Dramatic  repressntations  hold  a  prominent  place  in  the 
estimation  of  tbe  Basques.  Their  tragedies,  or  ”  pastorales,*’ 
are  derived  alike  from  sacred  and  profane  history,  from  the 
legends  of  the  church,  the  mythology  of  the  Greeks,  the 
romances  of  the  middle  ages,  and  events  of  contemporaneous 
occurrence.  When  it  has  been  determined  on  in  a  village 
that  a  play  shall  be  acted,  the  following  arrangements  are 


made :  Those  who  propose  to  be  actors  in  it  address  them¬ 
selves  to  tbe  man  of  letters  of  the  neighbourhood,  who  is 
generally  the  schoolmaster  of  the  district,  and  inform  him  of 
thoir  intention.  They  then  choose  the  play  and  settle  the 
amount  of  remuneration  to  be  given  to  the  director  of  the 
company,  who  fills  at  the  same  time  the  various  offices  of 
copyist,  author,  manager,  and  prompter.  The  usual  salary 
is  forty  francs,  in  addition  to  his  board.  The  rehearsals 
then  take  place  in  a  private  house,  and  are  continued  until 
the  actors  are  perfect.  In  the  meantime  the  theatre  has 
been  built  It  is  of  very  simple  construction,  consisting 
merely  of  a  platform  of  planks  strongly  nailed  to  beams, 
which  are  supported  by  three  rows  of  barrels ;  its  height 
from  the  ground  is  about  four  and  a  half  feet  and  its  depth 
from  twelve  to  fifteen.  This  platform  is  divided  into  two 
equal  compartments,  the  front  being  the  stage  and  the  back 
the  green-room,  the  latter  shut  off  by  a  drapery,  more  or 
I  less  ornamental,  about  nine  feet  high,  stretched  between  two 
poles.  The  entrances  are  through  two  slits  in  the  drapery, 
one  at  each  side.  On  the  left  of  the  stage  there  usually 
figures  an  enormous  puppet,  which  is  set  in  motion  by  means 
of  cords ;  it  represents  the  Mahometan  Allah,  and  its  espe¬ 
cial  duty  is  to  applaud  the  crimen  committed  by  the  wicked, 
and  to  throw  itself  into  every  imaginable  contortion  in  tbe 
presence  of  tbe  virtnous  personages  who  take  part  in  the  re¬ 
presentation.  It  also  serves  to  amuse  tbe  public  during  the 
acts  or  intervals  of  the  piece.  Tbe  actors  are  not  the  only 
personages  who  ocenpy  tbe  stage ;  seats  are  placed  there  for 
the  principal  functionaries  of  the  village,  for  the  dress¬ 
makers  who  have  prepared  the  costumes,  for  tbe  director- 
prompter,  and  finally,  for  the  orchestrii,  which  is  composed 
of  a  violin  and  a  flute-player,  the  latter  also  managing  a 
tambourine.  These  musical  worthies  only  tune  their  in¬ 
struments  as  accompaniments  to  tbe  songs,  which  are  gene¬ 
rally  prayers  offered  either  as  solos  or  in  a  chorus  of  chil¬ 
dren,  at  critical  moments  of  tbe  musical  performance.  Tbe 
costumes  of  the  actors  are  composed  of  everything  fine  that 
can  be  picked  up  in  private  houses,  by  virtue  of  the  imme¬ 
morial  right  of  custom,  which  none  venture  to  contest.  The 
head-dresses  are  tbe  objects  of  their  particular  care,  and  are 
covered  with  ribbons  and  ornaments.  Every  one  tries  to  invest 
his  part  with  the  external  attributes  which  be  thinks  belong  to 
it,  and  the  result  is  very  often,  to  say  the  least,  rather  incon¬ 
gruous.  For  instance,  the  dress  of  a  Christian  king  generally 
consists  of  a  pair  of  white  pantaloons  with  tinsel  stripes,  an 
elaborate  waistcoat,  a  plain  dress  or  frock  coat,  and  varnished 
boots ;  a  crown  on  his  head,  a  rich  gold  chain  round  bis  neck, 
which  hangs  in  a  festoon  before  and  behind,  a  sword,  a 
cane,  white  kid  gloves,  two  watches,  and  the  cross  of  tbe 
Legion  of  Honour.  We  regret  that  our  limits  prevent  us 
from  giving  more  of  these  curious  and  interesting  details. 

Comedy, — in  Escuara,  “  Tobera-munstrac,” — finds  much 
less  favour  amongst  the  Basques  than  gorgeous  tragedy :  ” 
in  fact,  they  have  no  comedy,  properly  speaking,  the  repre¬ 
sentations  thus  designated  being  chiefly  satirical  readings 
of  events  that  have  caused  some  local  domestic  scandal, 
mere  pieces  de  eirconstance,  of  which  it  is — or  rather  was — 
(for  the  custom  has  fallen  into  desuetude)  forbidden  to  keep 
a  copy  under  the  penalty  of  severe  personal  retribution. 


The  Descendants  of  the  Stuarts :  an  Unchronicled  Page  in 
England's  History.  By  William  Townend.  Longman 
and  Co. 

It  has  pleased  Mr  William  Townend  to  enter  the  lists  as 
a  champion  of  the  Stuarts  in  a  book  tracing  tbe  fortunes  of 
their  descendants.  He  has  chosen  for  study  a  small  comer 
of  history  which  was  well  worth  the  two  or  three  hundred 
pages  here  devoted  to  its  exploration,  but  Mr  Townend  is 
a  worshipper  of  pedigrees ;  he  offers  bis  book  as  a  tribute  to 
tbe  memory  of  the  Stuarts,  who  **  will  well  bear  a  compari- 
son  as  a  dynasty  with  that  of  any  upon  record.”  If  this 
be  true,  alas,  bow  little  can  be  said  for  the  divinity  that 
hedges  kings  I  The  peculiarity  of  the  Stuarts,  in  Mr  Town- 
end’s  eyes,  is  that  they  were  too  constitutional  in  their  ten¬ 
dencies,  **  unsuited  to  the  times  in  which  they  lived,  they 
“  would  have  made  better  constitutional  sovereigns  than 
“  despotic  ones.*’  He  contrasts  with  their  rule  the  iron 
tyranny  of  Cromwell  and  his  myrmidons,  and  alive  to  the 
excellence  of  '*  England’s  sainted  martyr-king,  at  mention 
of  whose  name  whose  heart  does  not  beat  with  emotion 
he  accounts  “  infamous  ”  the  “  heartless  William,  Mary,  and 
”  Anne.” 

Mary  and  ‘William,  George  and  Anne, 

Four  each  children  never  had  man. 

Mr  Townend,  however,  as  a  good  Protestant,  maintains 
the  policy  of  the  act  of  succession,  and  bis  sense  alike  of  law 
and  loyalty  bind  him  as  faithful  subject  to  her  Majesty, 
although  the  lineal  descendant  of  the  Stuarts  is  at  this  day 
Francis  V,  the  reigning  Duke  of  Modena. 

Year  after  Year.  A  .Tale.  By  the  Author  of  ‘  Paul 
Ferroll,’  and  ‘  IX  Poems  by  V.’  Saunders  and  Otley. 

We  have  in  this  story  no  faint  illustration  of  the  genius 
of  the  author  of  ‘  Paul  Ferroll.’  Year  after  Year  is  a  tale 
iu  a  single  volume  with  a  simple  plot  so  planned  that  all 
tbe  little  incidents  which  in  tbe  first  chapters  seem  to  be 
but  the  slight  accidents  of  life  become  matters  of  moment 
when  one  year  has  followed  on  another.  The  heroine, 
natural  daughter  to  a  baronet,  is  left,  as  a  child,  with  her 
half-brother,  the  only  son  and  heir  to  the  estate  at  Buck- 
well.  Sir  Gray  and  KatbeHne— brother  and  sister — ^Uy 
experiments  of  life  together,  do  some  eccentric  things  with 
brave  and  innocent  intent,  make  a  few  odd  and  pleasant 
friends,  see  also  a  little  of  the  world  at  opposite  angles  of  it. 
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in  Mr  Corn  the  money-lender,  and  fair  Mrs  Carey,  who  is 
a  petted  fashionable  beauty.  Katherine  gives  her  whole 
heart  to  the  love  of  her  brother,  and  is  happy  while  he  lives. 
Deep  also  is  his  love  for  her,  and  when  he  escapes  from  the 
individual  money-lender  by  accepting  the  advice  that  points 
out  an  Insurance  Company  as  the  bwt  rock  to  depend  upon, 
he  transfers  also  to  the  Insurance  Company  an  annuity  paid 
during  his  life  on  account  of  a  provision  for  his  sister  in 
case  he  should  be  first  to  die.  Young  and  vigorous,  he  is 
killed  by  an  accident  very  soon  after  he  has  thus  effected 
large  insurances  upon  his  life.  A  lawyer  representing  the 
Insurance  Office  then  endeavours  to  save  money  to  his  com¬ 
pany  by  establishing  against  Katherine’s  dead  brother  a 
charge  of  fraud.  Small  incidents  with  their  significance 
perverted,  dragged  out  of  the  past,  threaten  to  crush  the 
brave  and  solitary  girl,  vrho  with  little  thought  of  her  own 
worldly  interest  in  such  a  contest  battles  against  wealth 
and  strength  for  the  protection  against  slander  of  the  single 
memory  she  cherishes  within  her  heart  of  hearts.  Her 
love,  her  cruel  wound,  her  faithful  battle  are  the  story.  It 
is  told,  as  we  have  said,  with  skill,  the  situations  of  the 
little  drama  are  all  well-conceived  and  pointed,  often  with 
the  subtle  touches  that  come  only  from  the  pen  of  a  true 
artist ;  the  characters  are  always  cleverly  conceived,  although 
not  always  accurately  coloured.  MrTasebrook,  for  example, 
as  a  well-meaning  matter-of-fact  mao,  is  very  distinctly 
sketched,  but  when  the  piquant  outline  comes  to  be  filled 
up  with  dialogue  we  find  his  dry  and  pompous  talk  exagge¬ 
rated  into  something  that  ear  never  could  have  heard  in  any 
form  of  society,  civilized  or  savage.  Yet  how  shrewd  a 
touch  is  it,  when  this  good  man  is  represented  at  the  death¬ 
bed  of  his  sick  daughter,  who  is  being  *'  sung  away  by  the 
**  angels,”  as  the  nurse  believes,  dividing  his  thoughts  be¬ 
tween  the  child  and  a  quiet  search  with  his  eyes  for  the 
cause  of  the  mysterious  music,  discovering  it  when  the  girl 
is  in  her  death  throe  and  when  all  is  over,  kindly  humour¬ 
ing  the  belief  of  the  nurse  that  he  is  **  a  happy  father,  to 
have  heard  his  own  child  sung  away  by  the  angels,”  but 
taking  the  first  opportunity  privately  to  whisper  to  Miss 
Buckwell — “the  noises.  Miss  Wellbuck,  the  harmonious 
“  noises,  came  from  the  bottles  of  hot  water,  of  which  the 
“  corks,  you  may  see,  are  become  loose.”  There  are  some 
wild  snatches  of  fancy  in  the  book,  too ;  such  as  the  episode 
of  Dr  Monkton's  early  history  as  it  was  represented  by 
tradition,  and  although  the  character  painting  here  and 
there  is  defective  through  exaggeration  of  some  trait,  and 
this  chiefly  in  describing  men  of  business,  the  author  under¬ 
stands  her  own  sex  perfectly,  and  also  knows  well  how  to 
paint  some  kinds  of  men.  She  is  at  home  with  a  beautiful 
young  hero  like  Sir  Gray,  or  a  poaching  gipsy,  or  an  old 
family  servant,  or  an  enthusiast  like  Jonathan  Wolfe,  who 
in  this  story,  with  the  best  aspirations,  rises  to  the  point  of 
sacrificing  not  himself  only  but  his  best  benefactor  and  the 
cause  of  truth  and  virtue  to  a  crotchet  of  the  conscience. 


Otrman  Lov4f  from  the  Papen  of  an  Alien.  Translated 
by  Susanna  Winkworth.  Chapman  and  Hall. 

All  the  world  knows,  that,  when  the  dominion  of  the  world 
was  divided,  England  got  the  sea  and  France  the  land,  and 
to  Germany  was  assigned  the  air.  Neither  England  nor 
France  have  been  so  true  to  their  charge  as  Germany. 
America  meets  us  on  our  element,  and  France  has  been 
beaten  on  hers.  Germany  is  still  monarch  of  the  mist,  un¬ 
rivalled  and  unapproacbed.  j 

Very  characteristic  is  this  “  German  Love.**  It  is  airy  and  i 
ideal,  craving  nothing  substantial,  hoping  nothing  visible. 
It  is  the  attachment  of  a  sentimental  boy  to  a  sick  princess, 
whom  he  worships  with  the  worship  of  a  Catholic  devotee, 
and  whom,  nevertheless,  he  pounds  with  the  hammer  of  ar- 
gument,  as  if  be  were  a  Protestant  divine.  He  is  never  so  j 
happy  as  when  sitting  by  her  couch.  He  never  sits  by  her 
couch  without  talking  transcendental  things.  And  so  he 
would  sit  and  talk  for  ever ;  but  alas  !  the  prying,  scandal- 
loving  world  forbids.  He  goes,  therefore,  seeking  rest  and 
finding  none,  among  the  mountains  of  Tyrol.  But  to  those 
mountains  of  Tyrol  bis  sick  love  also  betakes  herself  for  the 
i^ecruitiog  of  her  health,  and  so  again  they  meet.  The  youth 
now  for  the  first  time  mingles  a  faint  human  passion  with 
ethereal  love,  and  the  princess,  tom  by  a  thousand  fresh 
hopes  and  agonies,  dies  in  assenting  to  his  earthly  aspiration. 

No  doubt  the  story,  as  a  story,  may  be  condemned  easily 
enough.  **  German  Love  ”  is  not  English  love,  and  we  can 
ill  sympathise  with  a  lover  sick  of  mind,  who  dreams  over  a 
princess  sick  of  mind  and  body  too.  But  let  us  put  aside 
the  story  and  observe  the  thoughts  contained  in  it.  There 
is  much  fine  criticism  and  rich  imagery  in  the  book,  but  its 
great  charm  lies  in  the  expression  of  the  central  thought, 
that  deeper  and  stronger  than  the  love,  which  is  but  mortal, 
is  that  love  whose  springs  are  not  earthly,  and  which  lives 
for  ever.  All  human  love  is  a  flame  kindled  by  the  two 
torches  of  Eros  and  of  Anteroe  ;  but  the  fire  of  the  one  fades 
into  ashes,  while  the  fire  of  the  other  will  outbura  the  stars. 

,  And  this,  which  is  the  object  of  this  little  book,  is  a  very 
worthy  and  noble  thought ;  it  only  misses  its  full  force  by 
the  setting  of  the  story.  Heavenly .  love  all  unalloyed  is 
not  even  found  in  Germany,  and  few  are  the  lovers  whose 
food  is  “  Theologies  Germanics,”  and  the  didactic  poems  of 
Wor^ worth  or  of  Arnold. 

But  let  us  not  deny  full  justice  to  the  German  Lover. 
He  would  tell  us  that  the  love  he  advocates  is  on  its  earthly 
side  more  practical  than  that  which  we  piofess.  Why,  he 
demands,  are  you  men  and  women  “  strangers  ’*  to  each 
other  ?  Why.  cannot  a  man  love,--Hiy  c  love,~a  woman, 
without  raising  up  in  the  act  a  whole  cloud '  of  shames  and 
blushea  and  about  marriage?  '  la  there  to'  he  no  love 


between  the  sexes  pure  as  that  which  Wordsworth  declared 
that  he  felt  for  his  Highland  Mary  ?  Surely  it  was  not  so 
in  the  davs  when  men  and  women  had  not  become  morbid 
(as  you  English  and  French  are),  and  could  speak  naively, 
and  feel  simply,  pure  and  natural  emotions. 

"It  rauit  have  been  otberwiaa  in  old  oIm  how  could 

Hotiirr  bavo  created  the  lorelj,  healthy,  delicate  character  of  a 
Nauiicaat  Nnuiicaa  loree  Ulj'aaee  at  firaf  eight,  and  eaya  eo  on  the 
epot  (0  her  coni|ianione :  *0b,  that  such  a  man  were  called  tny 
buabaiid,  and  that  it  pleaeed  him  to  abide  here  I  *  Tet  the  ia  ashamed 
to  be  eeen  together  with  him  in  the  city,  and  tella  him  frankly  that  if 
»he  were  to  bring  home  with  her  such  a  atately,  handaonie  stranger, 
the  people  would  say  ahe  bad  been  to  fetch  a  husband.  How  aimple 
and  natural  is  all  thia !  And  when  ahe  heara  that  he  wisbea  to  retain 
to  his  own  land,  to  hia  wife  and  child,  no  lament  escapea  her ;  she 
vanishes  from  our  si^ht,  and  we  feel  that  she  will  long  carry  the 
image  of  the  atately,  handsome  stranger  in  her  heart,  with  silent, 
joyful  admiration.  Why  is  it  that  our  poets  know  nothing  of  this 
love,  ihia  gUd  confeseing,  and  this  calm  parting  1  A  modern  poet 
would  have  made  of  Nausicaa  a  feminine  Wertber.  But  this  ia  be¬ 
cause  love  is  to  us  no  longer  anything  but  a  prologue  to  the  comedy 
or  tragedy  of  marriage.  Is  there  roHllv  no  other  love  left  now-a-days  1 
Is  the  fountain  of  thia  pure  happiness  quite  dried  up!  Is  love  no 
longer  known  as  a  refreshing  epring,  but  only  as  an  intoxicatinc 
draught!”  . 

Her  words  reminded  me  of  the  English  poet,  who  in  like  manner 
complains : — 

From  Heaven  if  this  belief  be  sent. 

If  such  be  Nature’s  holy  plan. 

Have  I  not  reason  to  lament 
What  man  has  made  of  man ! " 


Half-hours  of  Translation^  or  Extracts  from  the  best 
British  and  American  Authors  to  be  rendered  into 
French^  and  also  Passages  translated  from  French 
contemporary  Writers  to  be  reproduced  into  the  original 
Text.  By  Alphonse  Mariette,  M.A.,  Professor  of  the 
French  Language  and  Literature  at  King’s  College, 
London.  Kelfe  Brothers. 

Professor  Mariette  is  a  teacher  without  dulness,  who 
adds  to  a  close  intimacy  with  the  literature  of  bis  own 
country  the  relish  of  a  well-read  Englishman  fur  English 
books.  The  first  part  of  his  excellent  little  volume,  entitled 
Half-hours  of  TranslatioUf  is  a  well-chosen  series  of  ex¬ 
tracts  from  good  English  writers,  very  various  in  style,  and 
in  the  form  of  idiom  employed.  Now  it  is  the  prose  of 
Milton,  now  the  prose  of  Charles  Lamb  that  yields  an  ex¬ 
tract  for  translation  into  French,  this  passage  is  from  Dr 
Johnson,  that  from  Mr  Dickens.  The  range  of  selection  is, 
in  fact,  over  the  whole  of  the  wide  field  of  English  prose 
between  the  essays  of  Lord  Bacon  and  those  of  contemporary 
journalists.  The  choice  of  each  extract  has  been  obviously 
founded  not  upon  its  merit  more  than  upon  its  convertibility 
into  French.  Every  passage  may  be  so  translated  that  a 
!  good  translation  shall  seem  to  contain  not  the  words  only 
;  but  the  thoughts  also,  and  some  one  of  the  moods  of  a 
I  Frenchman.  In  foot-notes,  carefully  appended  to  each 
passage,  the  labour  of  the  pupil  is  lightened, — or  the  work 
of  self-education  is  assisted, — by  the  supply  of  fragments 
of  translation  where  the  two  languages  differ  in  idiom.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  book.  Professor  Mariette  has  taken 
the  trouble  to  translate  from  contemporary  French  authors 
choice  illustrations  of  the  French  of  to-day,  and  so  to  trans¬ 
late  them  that  they  may  by  a  skilful  band  be  faithfully  re¬ 
turned  to  France.  Here  again  notes  help  the  student  to 
secure  a  masteiy  over  French  idiom,  but  the  help  becomes 
less  frequent  as  the  volume  draws  towards  a  close.  In  the 
extracts  from  French  writers  there  is  the  same  regard  paid 
to  variety  of  tone,  and  the  student  who  throughout  the  first 
part  of  the  book  is  speaking  the  thoughts  of  bis  own  land  in 
the  language  of  a  neighbour,  in  the  second  part  of  the  book, 
when  he  does  not  mistranslate,  is  actually  writing  French 
thoughts  in  the  Frenchman’s  way. 


MariottCs  Italian  Grammar ;  a  Practical  Grammar  of 
the  Italian  Language.  A  new  Edition,  revised,  en¬ 
larged,  and  improved  by  A.  Gallenga,  Italian  Profes¬ 
sor  in  London  University  College ;  Author  of  *  Italy 
Past  and  Present,’  *  Histctj  of  Piedmont,’  &c. 

The  composition  of  an  Italian  Grammar  for  the  use  of 
English  students  requires,  above  all  things,  on  the  part  of 
,  the  author  a  thorough  acquaintance  both  with  the  Italian 
'  and  the  English  tongues.  This  qualification  the  author  of 
I*  Italy  Past  and  Present*  possesses  in  an  eminent  degree. 

{ His  grammar  would  be  simply  on  that  account  preferable 
,  to  many  others  (Vergani’s  for  instance)  which  are  mere 
I  versions  of  French-Italian  Grammars,  and  in  which  the 
!  peculiarities  of  French-Rnglish  idioms  have  not  been  taken 
I  into  account.  But  Mariotti’s  work  also  recommends  itself 
by  its  method  and  clearness,  by  its  small  bulk,  and  withal 
by  its  very  abundant  collection  of  short  and  pithy  examplt-s 
illustrating  brief  and  precise  rules.  The  exercises  also  are 
short  and  simple,  and  always  to  the  point.  The  liook  fully 
deserves  its  title  of  a  *•  Practical  Grammar,”  and  is  evidently 
the  result  of  many  years’  experience  of  the  author  as  a 
public  and  private  instructor.  If  it  is  true,  that  “  a  great 
book  is  a  great  evil,’*  the  saying  applies  most  emphati¬ 
cally  to  grammars,  and  here  is  one,  at  all  events,  which  is 
not  liable  to  the  reproach.

The  special  interest  of  this  ■  work  lies  in  the  fact  that  it 
^  supplies  the  first  example  of  the  application  of  the  principle 
jof  the*  stereoscope  to  brok  illustration.  A  neat  little  folding 
•  stereoscope,  designed  by  Mr  Lovell  Reeve,  and  called  by 


him  the  Book  Stereoscope,  accompanies  the  volume,  and  may 
stand  beside  it  on  the  bookshelf,  not  occupying  more  space 
than  a  pamphlet.  When  opened  for  use  the  Book  Stereo¬ 
scope  is  exceedingly  light,  and  can  with  the  most  perfect 
ease  and  comfort  to  the  person  using  it  be  applied  over  the 
pair  of  stereoscopic  photogrsphs  which  form  each  illustra¬ 
tion.  There  are  twenty  of  such  illustrations,  which  would 
cost  more  than  the  price  of  the  work  which  contains  them, 
if  sold  in  the  ordinary  way  as  a  series  of  stereoscopic  slides. 
A  more  interesting  series  no  dealer  in  these  wares  could 
produce ;  nearly  all  the  pictures  have  been  taken  at  heights 
of  from  seven  to  twelve  thousand  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  and  on  the  lower  ground  we  are  shown  a  dragon-tree 
walk,  a  cactus  garden,  cochineal  gatherers  at  work,  and 
other  scenes  never  before  realised  in  this  manner  to  eyes  in 
England. 

VVe  speak  particularly  of  the  illustrations,  because  Pro¬ 
fessor  Smyth  and  his  publisher  are  first  to  show  how  science 
may  help  literature  in  a  way  that  will  probably  hereafter 
become  common.  Were  the  book,  however,  wholly  desti¬ 
tute  of  illustrations  it  would  be  most  welcome.  The  author 
has  been  studying  the  stars  upon  the  Peak  of  Teneriffe, 
mainly  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  far  astronomical 
observation  can  be  improved  by  eliminating  the  lower  third 
part  of  the  atmosphere.  The  scientific  results  of  the  expe¬ 
dition  have  been  communicated  to  the  Royal  Society,  and 
will  duly  appear  in  the  Philosophical  Transactions.  The 
details  interesting  to  the  public — and  Professor  Piazzi 
Smyth  is  by  no  means  a  Dryasdust  in  science — appear  in 
the  volume  now  before  us,  and  deserve  a  cordial  welcome.

LYCEUM. 

Shakespeare,  returning  from  the  east  to  the  west,  has 
taken  up  a  temporary  abode  at  this  theatre,  where  Miss 
Helen  Faucit  has  been  engaged  to  play  for  a  series  of 
nights  in  the  character  of  Lady  Macbeth. 

Her  first  performance  was  on  Thursday  night,  when 
she  met  with  a  most  cordial  and  enthusiastic  reception  ; 
and  her  reappearance  is  announced  for  the  Mondays  and 
Thursdays  of  the  two  following  weeks.  We  have  so  very 
recently  had  occasion,  in  criticizing  the  late  dramatic 
festivities  at  the  Queen’s  Theatre,  to  pass  a  high  encomium 
on  Miss  Faucit’s  representation  of  this  arduous  part,  that 
we  have  only  now  to  refer  to  the  opinion  which  we  then 
had  the  ^pleasure  of  expressing.  But  indeed  our  limits 
this  week  compel  us  to  confine  our  theatrical  notices  within 
the  smallest  possible  compass  ;  and  this  roust  be  our  excuse 
for  postponing  altogether  our  remarks  upon  Mr  Dillon’s 
Macbeth,  a  performance  deserving  a  more  careful  review 
than  it  is  now  in. our  power  to  afford  it.  We  have  only  to 
add  that  the  play  was  thoroughly  successful.  The  Lyceum 
audience  proved  itself  quite  as  competent  to  enjoy  and  ap¬ 
preciate  Shakespeare  as  the  people  of  Sadler’s  Wells.  At 
the  fall  of  the  curtain  Miss  Faucit  was  loudly  called  for,  as 
was  Mr  Dillon  also ;  and  Mr  Stuart,  who  played  Macduff, 
came  in  for  his  share  of  the  compliments  and  approbation 
of  the  bouse. 


FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS. 


FRANCE. — Th>  latb  Gk>vxminnirr  MaxscaBi. — ^Tbe  following 
are  extracts  from  an  article  in  the  *  Monitsnr,’  explanatoir  of  the 
measures  recently  adopted  by  the  Emperor’s  Government  to  defend  and 
consolidate  the  institutions  of  the  country.  They  have  long/’  >*7* 
the  *  Moniteur,  been  decided  on  in  his  Majesty’s  mind.  The 
tempt  of  the  14th  January  has  neither  inipued  nor  aggravated  the 
measures  suggested  by  prudence,  but  nothing  could  better  show  their 
urgen^,  or  justify  their  necessity.  .  .  .  The  choice  of  the  Em¬ 
peror  in  the  Regency  responds  at  once  to  the  feelinin  of  nature,  to  the 
wishes  of  the  country,  and  to  the  traditions  of  the  French  monarchy. 
The  eminent  qualities  of  her  Majesty  have  won  every  heart.  France, 
which  has  just  been  a  witness  cf  her  courage,  knows  that  in  case  of 
misfortune  it  would  find  in  her  another  Blanche  of  Castile  to  defend 
the  rights  of  her  son,  and  to  make  of  him  a  prince  after  God’s  own  heart. 
The  composition  of  the  Privy  Council  was  indicated  by  its  exalted 
destination.  The  F^peror  has  placed  in  it  the  highest  representatives 
of  religion,  of  the  army,  and  of  the  administration ;  the  presidents  of 
the  great  bodies  of  the  state;  and  lastly,  the  man  (Count  de  Persigny) 
who  by  hia  antecedents  personifies  devotedneas  to  the  dynasty  in  days 
of  triiu.  .  .  .  The  new  measures  are  only  applicable  to  a  category 

of  criminals  clearly  defined.  To  the  strict  surveillance  of  which  tluy 
are  everywhere  the  object,  the  law  was  bound  to  add  a  penalty  which, 
while  it  enlightened  the  enemies  of  public  tranquillity  as  to  the  con- 
s^uenoes  of  their  acts,  and  inspired  them  arith  a  salutary  apprehen¬ 
sion,  tranquillised  the  well-disposed.  The  best  laws,  however,  are 
only  efficient  by  the  manner  in  which  thiy  are  carried  out  The  pre  ¬ 
sent  one  will  be  executed  with  firmness,  but  without  the  Government 
departing  from  its  line  of  moderation.  The  choice  of  the  new  Minis¬ 
ter  is  not  an  indication  of  any  change  in  the  Enperor’s  policy.  U  is  his 
Majesty’s  right,  as  it  is  his  duty,  to  place  at  the  head  of  the  different 
branches  of  ^e  public  administration  those  persons  whom  he  consi¬ 
ders,  according  to  circumstances,  the  most  capable  to  serve  it  use- 
fu^.’*

All  these  deposi'* 
tions  agree  in  declaring  that  after  learing  the  port  of  Crenoa,  the  cap¬ 
tain  and  crew  of  the  Cagliari  were  assaulted  by  a  portion  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers,  who  took  posse^on  of  the  vessel,  and  gave  the  management 
of  it  into  other  hands,  potting  the  former  crew  under  gtuMrd  and  re¬ 
straint,  and  compelled  them  to  perform  acts  under  threats  of  blowing 
their  brains  out,  such  as  that  of  landing  them  at  Ponza,  though  none 
of  the  sailors  landed.  Captain  Sitzia,  on  being  asked  if  he  could  point 
out  the  exact  spot  where  the  Cagliari  was  taken,  said  he  could  not  un¬ 
less  he  were  furnished  with  charts,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  skilful 
captain.  At  the  same  time  he  protested  against  the  chart  which  had 
been  completed  by  the  Neapolitan  authorities.  Parks,  after  his  depo- 
ntion  had  been  read,  remarked  on  the  absurd  statement  in  the  ‘  atto  di 
acensa,*  that  a  grave  element  against  the  engineers  was  that  Watt,  who 
was  the  chief  engineer,  would  have  directed  the  course  of  the  yesselto 
Tunis,  and  not  to  Ponza,  had  he  not  been  in  perfect  agreement  with 
Parks  and  the  other  conspirators.  Watt,  who  had  been  dragged  down 
by  the  captain  and  several  of  his  companions,  was  also  examined.  He 
showed  great  nervous  excitement  and  confusion,  declared  he  knew  a 
little  Italian — did  not  require  an  interpreter — did  not  understand  hlk 
deposition  after  it  had  been  read  to  him,  but  would  agree  to  all  that 
Parks  ha^  said.  This  was  only  the  second  time  of  his  consenting  to 
appear  in  Court,  but  on  the  following  morning  he  absolutelv  refused  to 
do  so,  and  the  business  of  the  day  was  altogether  suspended  in  order  to 
come  to  some  decision  on  the  point,  as  it  was  impossible  to  continue 
the  case  under  these  circumstances.  Two  medical  men  were  therefore 
despatched  to  the  prison  to  examine  Watt  and  three  other  absentees. 
On  their  return  they  stated  that  there  were  evident  signs  of  mental 
aberration  in  Watt,  but  that,  as  their  visit  was  a  hasty  one,  it  would  be 
desirable  to  repeat  it.  The  chief  keeper  said  that  if  violence  were 
used  Watt  would  be  driven  to  excesses.  The  Grand  Court  therefore 
decided,  on  the  proposition  of  the  Procurenr-Goneral,  that  a  commis¬ 
sion  of  five  medical  men  should  examine  and  report  on  the  case  of 
Watt.  This  has  been  done,  but  the  decision  respecting  Watt’s  abso¬ 
lute  state  of  mind  remains  in  abeyance. — medical  commission  again 
examined  Watt  on  the  7tb,  and  next  morning  gave  iu  their  report  to 
the  Court.  There  were  present  five  Salerno  m^ical  men  and  Mr  Ros- 
kelly,  an  English  practitioner,  resident  in  Naples.  The  senior  of  the 
commission  said :  **  We  have  examined  Watt,  and  inquired  into  all  the 
circumstances  attending  his  illness,  and  find — 1,  that  immediately  on 
his  arrival  in  this  prison  be  attempted  to  cot  his  throat ;  2,  that  he 
shows  evident  symptoms  of  aberration  of  mind,  inasmuch  as  he  dis¬ 
trusts,  suspects,  and  fears  his  best  friends  ;  3,  we  have  spoken  freely 
with  his  companions  and  associates,  and  hear  that  he  is  a  completely 
altered  man  ;  4,  we  recommend  that  he  be  placed  in  some  *  hogo 
appotit,’  or  convenient  place,  and  submitted  to  the  prolonged  examina¬ 
tion  of  several  phrenological  professors,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
the  madness  be  feigned  or  real.”  Whilst  the  proems  verbal  was  being 
taken  down,  Signor  Lauria,  the  counsel  for  Watt,  proposed  two 
questions ;  1st,  was  the  insanity  of  Watt  established,  or  was  it  still  an 
uncertainty  ?  and,  2nd,  did  the  medical  men  consider  it  likely  that  he 
would  dis  urb  the  Court  in  case  of  his  attendance?  The  answer  was 
that  Watt  had  certainly  lucid  intervals,  but  that  be  might  disturb  the 
Court.  After  some  discussion,  it  was  decided  by  the  Court  that  the 
trial  should  be  suspended  until  two  medical  professors  from  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  of  Aversa  should  have,  together  with  Mr  Boskelly,  examined 
and  reported  on  the  case  of  Watt. — The  Sardinian  Government  has 
received  a  note  from  that  of  Naples,  couched  in  moderate  and  courteous 
but  decided  terms,  the  substance  of  which  is  that  the  latter  Govern¬ 
ment  rejects  the  view  taken  of  the  affair  of  the  Cagliari  by  the  consul¬ 
tative  commission  at  the  Turin  Foreign  office,  and  declines  in  any  wa^ 
to  interfere  with  the  decisions  of  the  Neapolitan  tribunals.  In  this 
note  Naples  says  that  Piedmont  cannot  expect  to  be  put  on  a  more 
favoured  footing  than  England  with  respect  to  the  affair  of  the  Cagliari, 
and  that,  consequently,  all  must  abide  the  decisions  of  the  judges  and 
submit  to  the  course  of  Neapolitan  law.

INDIA. 

IntoUiMoe  fimn  Bomb^  to  the  24th  of  January  has  been  re¬ 
ceived.  The  capture  of  Funmekabad  and  Futtyghur  by  Sir  OoUn 
CampbeU  is  confirmed.  On  the  2nd,  while  marching  upon  Futty- 
rhur,  he  rou^  a^  disperaed  a  large  b<^y  of  rebda,  with  slight 
loaa  to  himself.  The  Nawab  fled  acrom  {he  Ganges  into  Bohil- 
ound,  whither  Sir  Colin  was  about  to  follow  him.  After  the 
aubjugation  of  Rohilcund,  the  Commander-In-Chief  wu  to  adranoe 
agam  upon  Lucknow.  Brigadier  Walpole  joined  Colonel  Ssatou’k 
column  at  Bewar,  near  Mynporee,  on  the  8rd  of  January.  ’The 
whole  of  the  road  is  clear  of  rebels.  The  Rajah  of  Kotah  is  said 
to  bs  anxious  to  make  terms.  All  well  in  the  Punjaub,  and  in 
the  Madras  and  Bombay  Presidencies.  On  the  12th  and  Iflth 
of  January  Sir  James  Outram  waa  attacked  by  the  rebels,  who  on 
both  occasions  were  driven  back  with  great  slaughter.  In  the  last- 
mentioned  enga^menttbe  leader  of  tho  rebels,  a  Hindoo  fanatie,  was 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner.  The  Bhopal  Contingent  were  disaimed 
or.  the  9th  of  January  at  Sehore,  by  the  force  under  General  Rose. 
150  of  tho  mutineers  were  tried  apd  shot  on  the  12th.  Sir  R. 
Hamilton  and  Sir  H.  Roac.  with  the  Central  India  Field  Force,  were 
on  their  way  to  Saugor.  'Tlie  Kampteo  column  waa  also  advancing 
on  Saimor.  General  Roberta  had  taken  command  of  tbe  Rajpootana 
Field  Force,  which  left  Deeaa  on  the  2nd.  *  The  Governor-General  is 
said  to  be  on  his  way  to  the  North-West  Provinces.  *1110  Wa¬ 
terloo,  with  the  head-quarters  of  the  56th,  has  arrived  at  Bom¬ 
bay.  At  Kurrachee  the  Alipore,  with  Artillery,  and  the  Oriental 
with  the  94tb.  The  Bheels,  assembled  in  force  near  the  Niaam’a 
frontier,  were  attacked  on  January  tho  20th  by  Captain  Mont- 
!  ^mery,  in  tbe  Mindar  Junmle-Aroum.  An  indecisive  contest  ensued, 
in  which  Captain  Montgomery  and  three  other  offioers  were  severely 
wounded,  one  of  whom,  Lieut.  Stewart,  of  tho  Nizam’s  Infantry, 
baa  since  died  of  his  wounds.  Our  total  loaa  is  stated  to  be  fifty  rank 
and  file.  A  letter  received  by  Lord  Elphinstone,  dated  ftum  the 
camp  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  at  Mecrun-ki-Serai,  in  the  Doth, 
on  the  28th  of  December,  and  communicated  to  the  local  papers,  con¬ 
tains  this  phrase — “  The  nock  of  the  business  all  over  the  country  is 
broken.”  The  intelligence  which  tliis  mail  conveys  to  you  is  con¬ 
densed  in  these  few  words.  The  Doab,  which  for  so  many  months 
waa  abandoned  to  rebel  chiefs  and  lawleaa  soldiery,  has  been  swept 
clear  of  the  enemy.  Bithoor,  Etawoh,  Mynpoorie,  Futtyghur,  Fur- 
ruckabad — all  in  our  hands.  Their  pctty.rulers  and  lan&olders,  if 
still  at  largo,  are  at  least  fugitives  in  Rohilcund  or  Oude.  Tbe  dis- 
triot  around  Cawnpore  is  settling  doam,  and  is  about  to  be  traversed 
by  a  moveable  column  from  that  station.  Tbe  command  of  the  Be¬ 
nares  division  has,  I  believe,  been  offered  to  Sir  Arohdale  Wilson. 
The  trial  of  tbe  ex-King  of  Delhi  bad  been  fixed  for  the  9th 
of  January,  but  tbe  {prisoner  being  indisposed,  it  was  postponed 
till  the  13th,  and  by  thu  time  has,  no  doubt,  been  brought  to  4 
termination. 

SIR  COLIN  CAMPBELL’S  OPERATIONS. 

The  Calcutta  correspondent  of  the  *  Daily  News,’  writing  on  tbe 
9th  of  January,  givea  the  following  account  of  the  recent  operations 
of  Sit  C.  CampbeU  in  the  Doab  :  “  The  Commandcr-in-Cbief,  with 
tbe  8lh  Foot,  23rd  Fusiliers,  42Dd  Highlanders,  53rd,  64tb,  82-ad 
Foot,  93rd  Highlanders,  a  regiment  of  Punjaub  Infantry,  Reminf- 
ton’s  Horse  ArtiUery,  Smith’s  batte^  Royal  Artillery,  the  Naval 
Brigade  with  six  24-poundera,  two  8-inoh  howitzers,  and  eight  mor¬ 
tars,  tbe  9th  Lancers,  two  Regiments  of  Sikh  Cavalry,  besides  Sap- 

Sra  and  Miners,  advanced  towards  Futtehgurh  on  tbe  24tb  ultimo. 

e  arrived  at  Ohowbe^re,  sixteen  miles  distant,  on  the  25th,  at 
Poora  on  the  26tb,  at  Umowl,  forty  miles  from  Cawnpore,  on  tbe 
27th.  They  found  the  country  one  sheet  of  cultivation,  although  the 
villages  were  deserted.  It  was  the  practice  to  send  Sikh  skirmishers 
in  advance  and  on  the  flanks ;  they  had  been  very  successful  in 
bringing  in  prisoners.  As  many  of  these  as  were  proved  to  have 
been  in  arms  against  us  were  brought  to  a  drum-head  court-martial 
on  the  spot,  and  were  at  once  disposed  of.  These  salutary  proceeding 
had  been  attended  with  the  best  possible  effects.  The  rebels  bftd  at 
last  begun  to  feci  that  we  were  m  earnest,  and  desertions  from  their 
ranks  had  been  numerous.  On  the  29th  ult  the  force  reached  Jsl- 
lalabad,  a  small  village  two  marches  from  Futtehgurh ;  here,  for 
tbe  first  time,  an  enemy  made  his  appearance  in  the  shape  of  a  larM 
body  of  matchlock  men  with  several  guns.  No  particulars  of  tno 
affair  have  reached  Calcutta ;  it  is  only  known  that  Bir  Colin  Csmp- 
beU  instantly  attacked  the  rebels,  and  after  a  nominal  resistance 
defeated  them,  capturing  eighteen  guns  and  a  large  quantity  qf  small 
arms.  On  the  fouowiug  day  he  continued  his  route  to  Futtehgurh, 
but  on  reaching  the  KalM  l^uddee,  about  fifteen  miles  this  side  of 
the  cantonment,  the  suspension  bridge  was  found  to  have  been 
broken  down,  and  all  the  boats  bad  been  removed.  A  working  party 
was  at  once  set  to  work  to  open  communication  with  the  opposite 
bank.  The  necessary  repairs  hod  almost  been  completed  when  tbe 
rebels  came  down  upon  our  party  in  ^at  force.  H^  they  attacked 
two  or  three  hours  earlier,  tn^  might,  from  the  nature  of  tho 
ground  on  tbe  other  side  of  the  Kalee,  have  caused  us  considerable 
snnoyance.  Fortunately  they  delayed  till  the  bridge  was  traversable. 
No  sooner  did  they  open  fire  on  the  working  party  than  our  troops, 
defiling  over  the  repaired  bridge,  attacked  them,  and  in  an  iocro 
dibly  imort  space  of  time  tbe  rewls  were  put  to  flight,  and  all  their 
guns,  eight  in  number,  captured.  Two  of  them  vers  eighteen- 
pounders.  Our  loss  was  comparatively  slight  in  numbers,  but 
amongst  the  wounded  appears  the  name  of  Captain  H.  Maxwell,  one 
of  the  most  scientific  and  distineuished  officers  of  the  Bengal 
Artillery.  On  tbe  14th  ultimo.  Colonel  Seaton  pursued  hit  msreh 
towards  Futteh^rh ;  on  the  18th  he  found  the  enemy  at  Puttudee, 
a  town  about  sixty  miles  north-west  of  Futtehgurh.  When  within 
three  miles  of  their  porition  Colonel  Seaton  baited  and  formed  bis 
line.  The  Horse  Artillery  he  placed  on  either  flank,  tbe  cavalry  on 
the  right  and  rear.  He  tnen  advanced.  As  he  came  on,  the  cneoiy 
opened  fire  from  a  battery  of  twelve  guns,  which  they  bad  formed  in 
front  of  the  town.  Our  artillery  replied,  and  under  cover  of 
fire  the  infantry  advanced.  But  the  enemy  did  not  the 

charge  of  the  *•  thin  rod  line.”  Our  light  guns  sufficed  to  silence 
their  artillery,  and  then  it  was  $uuve  qui  pout.  Our  Horse  Arti^ry 
and  cavalry  dashed  on  with  a  cheer,  and  completed  the  rout.  Xn^ 
guns,  standing  camp,  ammunition,  and  supplies  were  all  captured, 
and  seven  or  eight  hundred  men  were  killed.  The  were  on

The  misgoveniment  of  Oude  was  so  notorious 
in  1801  that  Lord  WeUesley  found  it  necessary  to  interfere,  and  he 
eonclnded  a  treaty  with  the  Nawab  vizier  which  pledged  the  prince 
to  act  in  conformity  with  the  advice  of  the  company.  That  treaty 
was  constantly  violated,  and  the  subsidiary  force,  under  British 
officers,  was  employed  in  the  odious  office  of  enforcing  th^  misrule  of 
a  corrupt  and  vi^us  court.  It  had  been  a  question  whether  the

DEFEAT  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  ON  THE 
CONSPIRACY  BILL. 


A  written  reply  mutt 
bove  been  oontrovereial,  end  wee  in  other  respecti  inexpedient  end 
unniBeeenry.— Mr  GIBSON  moved,  by  way  of  amendment,  a  reeo- 
lution  to  the  effect  that  the  houie  had  ^ard  with  much  concern  that 
recent  atteaipte  upon  the  life  of  the  Brnperor  of  the  French  bad  been 
devieed  in  England,  and  expreefed  ite  deteetation  of  such  guilty 
enterprieee  that  it  wae  ready  at  all  timee  to  auiet  in  remedying 
any  defects  in  the  criminal  Uw  proved  to  exist,  yet  regretted  that 
her  Msjesty's  government,  previously  to  inviting  the  houne  to  amend 
the  law  of  conspiracy,  had  not  made  tome  reply  to  the  despatch  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  French  government,  dated  January  the  20tb,  1858. 
He  disclaimed  being  of  the  number  of  those  who  had  misapprehended 
the  nature  of  the  bill.  He  thought,  however,  that  a  matter  like  this, 
aflbeting  the  character  of  the  nation,  ought  not  to  be  left  to  mere 
conversation;  that  the  answer  to  the  despatch  should  be  put  upon 
record;  and  'he  parliamentary  meaning  of  his  resolution  was  to 
express  th-*  opinion  of  the  house  upon  the  subject.  The  bill  might 
be  proceedei  with  and  passed  notwithstanding  this  resolution.  He 
was  of  opinion  that  the  law  was  ample  to  reach  persons  enneernod  in 
this  country  in  bringing  about  the  dreadful  attempt  at  Paris ;  but, 
although  it  wae  dangerous  to  make  a  change  in  the  law  of  conspiracy, 
if  the  present  law  was  not  sufficient  he  would  not  stand  in  the  way 
of  Its  amelioration.  The  despatch  of  Count  Walewski,  he  considered, 
refleeted  on  the  mode  in  which  England  granted  asylum  to 
foreigners,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  this  government  to  have  re¬ 
plied  courteously,  with  dignity,  but  firmly,  and  to  have  plac<  d  upon 
record  the  great  principles  upon  which  was  found,*d  the  policy  of 
England  in  reference  to  the  right  of  asylum.

The  bill  made  no  change  in  the  constitutional  princi¬ 
ples  of  our  jurisprudence;  it  merely  assigned  to  an  offence  of  a  pe¬ 
culiar  and  malignant  character,  which  was  now  placed  in  the  lowest 
category  of  crime  in  this  country,  a  due  punishment.

POLE  complained  that  no  explanation  had  been  given  in  reply  to 
the  speech  of  Mr  Gibson,  based,  in  his  opinion,  upon  the  soundest 
principles,  and  which  put  the  question  as  between  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  representing  'he  people  and  the  executive  government  neglect¬ 
ing  their  duty.  Believing  the  bill  to  be  right  in  its  principle  he 
must  support  it,  but  only  on  the  condition  that  the  honour  of  Eng¬ 
land  was  previoU'Iy  vindicated.  The  despatih  of  the  French  govern¬ 
ment,  he  contended,  was  a  requisition,  something  likt  a  demand 
based  upon  allegations  contrary  to  the  truth,  and  to  pass  this  bill 
without  denying  them  by  ai-y  declaration  would  imply  to  the  minds 
of  the  people  of  Europe  that  we  had  no  answer  to  give.  It  was  ex¬

the  slightest  additional  restriction  upon  the  right  of  asylum, 
and,  although  no  written  reply  had  been  sent,  there  was  not 
a  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  the  understanding  of  the  French 
goveniment  upon  the  subject.  Mr  Walpole*  had  supposed  that 
Count  Walewtki  had  made  a  charge  against  the  people  of 
this  country  ;  but  the  reference  in  his  despatch  was  not  to  British 
subjects;  if  the  government  bad  read  the  despatch  as  Mr  Walpole 
had  lead  it  they  would  have  libelled  the  French  nation.  The  bill 
proposed  an  amendment  of  our  law  which  was  desirable  in  itself, 
and  which  would  enable  us  to  say  what  we  could  not  lay  cow,  that 
our  law  did  not  countenance  and  protect  persons  guilty  of  the  crime 
in  questieii.  This  he  thought  the  most  dignified  course  for  this 
government  to  take,  and  it  would  place  us  upon  a  more  unassailable 

footing  with  respect  to  foreign  countries. - Mr  BYNO,  though  he

Released  Criminals  in  Mancbssteb. — An  account  appeared  m 
the  liondon  papers  some  months  ago  of  a  very  complete  iiutrument 
found  in  the  possession  of  a  thief  in  the  metropolis  fur  boring  holes 
into  iron  sales.  Since  that  time  a  much  more  complete  iMtnunent  of 
the  kind  has  been  found  in  possesaion  of  a  returned  convict  at  Man¬ 
chester.  The  instrument  found  in  London  would  simply  drill  a  small 
hole  through  the  iron  door  of  a  oafs ;  that  seized  in  Manchester  cuts 
out  a  piece  of  iron  at  one  operation  through  which  a  man’s  hand  mey 
be  inserted.  The  invention  and  workmanship  aro  such  as  might 
have  been  turned  out  only  at  one  of  our  first  rate  machiim  shops. 
The  instrument  has  been  tried  by  Messrs  Chubbs,  the  iron  safe 
makers,  who  found  that  it  would  cut  a  piece  out  of  a  quarter-inch 
iron  door  in  400  revolutions  of  tho  lever  by  which  it  is  worke^  or  in 
an  hour ;  and  it  had  cut  out  a  piece  from  a  plate  half  an  inch  in 
thickness  without  being  in  the  least  injured  or  rendered  inefficient 
for  further  use.  A  sin^pilar  fact  in  the  case  is,  that  in  the  thief’s 
valise,  in  which  the  latter  instrument  was  found,  was  also  discovered 
a  oog-wbeel  belonging  to  the  instrument  seized  in  London,  connect¬ 
ing  the  person  having  the  one  machine  with  the  owner  of  Ae  other. 
The  person  in  whose  possession  the  machine  was  found  in  Man¬ 
chester  escaped  punishment  because  he  was  in  a  dwelling-house 
with  it  when  taken ;  had  he  been  taken  with  it  in  the  stroets  he 
could  have  been  reached  by  the  law.  It  appears  that  there  me 
ninety-four  returned  transporta  at  present  in  Manchester,  including 
twenty-six  who  have  returned  from  penal  servitude  for  four  years 
tn'fipa  August  last.

The  only  addition  to  the  allowance  in  ^e  new 
acale  is  ue  sum  of  2s.  6d.  to  be  paid  in  all  caaea  where  the  witnesses 
are  detained  during  the  nig^t.  The  new  scale  is  to  be  acted  upon  at 
both  sessions  and  assizes ;  but  in  those  oases  where  the  fees  at  pre¬ 
sent  paid  at  sessions  are  less  than  those  in  the  scale  they  are  to  be 
acted  on.
